What a Knock-out Blow Does. 


Inasmuch as all boxing contests which 
terminate speedily are, as a rule, ended 
by this character of coup de grace, the 
physiology of it is of great interest. A 
man struck with any degree of force 
upon the mental area of the jaw, al- 
though he may be in perfect physical 
condition, instantly collapses and falls 
to the ground. The attitude assumed 
in recovery, which may be Instantan- 
eous or delayed some minutes, is most 
characteristic. He squirms about, 
raises his head and rolls his eyes in an 
attempt to locate himself. He tries to 
get on his side and elbow. He endeav- 
ors to rise upon his hands and knees. 
If he regains his feet he staggers like s 
drunken man, and should he proceed to 
reopen hostilities he is usually promptly 
“put out” by his adversary. e blow 
ie practically never fatal, the heart's 


pulse and respiration are normal; thé 
pupils are normal; there is no head- 
ache, no sweats, no cold extremities, 
no pallor—none of the ordinary signs of 
shock or concussion.

SAYVILLE (L. L.) Aug. 2.—Alarmed 
at the critical condition of American- 
Turkish relations, Chekib Bey, the 
Sublime Perte’s Envoy to the United 
States, is hastening to Washington for 
a conference with Secretary Hay. The 
Minister hurriedly left his summer 
legation here tonight for Washington, 
and because of the gravity of the situa- 
tion it is the Minister’s intention to 
ask Secretary Hay to forego the cus- 
tomary formalities and receive him im- 
mediately. The conference probably 
will occur at Mr. Hay’s house tomor- 
row afternoon, 

The dispatch of the American war- 
ships to Turkish waters is a source of 
the greatest anxiety to the Minister. 
Although confident himself that the 
Washington government's only motive 
in taking this action was to protect 
| American citizens, he fears it may 
have the opposite effect, and render 
more difficult the efforts of the Sublime 
Porte to afford protection to foreign- 
ers. The appearance of the European 
sevadron off Beirut, will, it is pointed 
out. be taken by the revolutionists as 
an evidence of the Washington govr- 
ernment’'s sympathy with their cause, 
and thus arouse them te renewed 
atrocities... 

Until he receives instructions from 
Constantinople, Chekib Bey will not 
request the Washington government to 
withdraw the squadron, but he will 
call Secretary Hay’s attention to the 
situation in Turkey, hoping that the 
State Department might do something 
to relieve the -embarrassment of the 
Porte.

CALEB POWERS 
MUST HANG. 


Death Sentence Proncunced 
on Jury’s Verd.ct. 
Kentucky Excited Over Result of 
| Thid Trial. 


Ecother of Murdered Gov. Goebel 
Collapses, but Convicted Man 
‘Remains Cool. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

GEORGETOWN (Ky.) Aug. 2.— 
The jury in the case of ex-Secretary 
of State Caleb Powers, charged with 
complicity in a conspiracy to murder 
Gov. William Goebel in January, 1900, 
today found the defendant guilty and 
imposed the death sentence. 

Powers was sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life in his two former trials 
‘y complicity in the conspiracy. It 

as on his motion that he secured the 
new trials each time. The verdict to- 
day caused great excitement among 


the friends of other defendants in 
these case®. 
Special Judge Robbins this after- 


noon formally overruled a motion for 
the granting of a new trial to Powers, 
and sentenced him to be hanged. Af- 
ter a declaration of the prisoner: 
am not guilty, judge,” the court fixed 
November 25 next as the day for the 
execution. The attorneys for the de- 
fendant will now attempt to bring the 
case on appeal before the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, and if unsuccessful 
they may try to get the United States 


Supreme Court to take it under con-. 


sideration. 

Powers was the coolest man in the 
courtroom when the verdict was read 
and the sentence pronounced upon 
him. He was tmmediately removed 
to the Scott County Jail to be held 
there pending the appeal of his case 
to the higher courts. Powers refused 
to say anything after the rendition 
of sentence except that he had said 
all that he cared to say in his speech 
to the jury. 

A telegram from Indianapolis states 
that ex-Gov. W. 8S. Taylor said: “This 
verdict affects me much. I cannot say 
a word.” 

The third trial of Powers closed 
shortly before noon. Several hundred 


the verdict was 
silence prevailed. The jury was polied 
and each man declared the verdict of 
guilty to be his finding. Powers sat 
unmoved while his attorneys asked 
for time to make a motion for a new 
trial. The members of the jury de- 
cline to talk of what occurred in the 
jury room. 

Arthur Goebel, the brother of the 
murdered Governor, broke down from 
the strain on hearing of the verdict 
of guilty. He is a prominent mer- 
chant at Cincinnati, and he has spent 
his time and fortune for over three 
years in the pragecution of those ac- 
cone of being if a conspiracy to kil 
his brother. Powers has been con- 
victed twice before, this being the 
third trial in which the jury brought 
in a verdict of guilty against him. On 
both previous trials he escaped with a 
sentence of life imprisonment. 

All three of the trials were held at 
Georgetown, and in each of them he 
had the assistance of th able 
lawyers who could be procured. Sub- 
scription lists were circulated in. hi 
interest by friends and a sum of 
money was secured to defray the cost 
of his repeated trials and the investi- 
gation of the proceedings which pre- 
ceded the killing of Gov. Goebel. 
‘The last trial was distinguished by 
the fact that Powers addressed .the 
jury in his own behalf and in a 
review of the case showed himself to 
be a very competent attorney, while 
his eloquence in pleading for his ‘life 
astounded those who had watched him 
carefully in the past trials of the case. 
Powers has already been three years 
in prison on the sentence of the pre- 
vious court.

DAVENPORT (lowa) Aug. 21.—{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] By the unarmed in- 
tervention of George C. Cook and Har- 
vey Millard, a hired man on the Cook 
country place, eight miles from this 
city, Gus Teros, a Greek laborer, who 
had used a revolver in a quarrel with 
other section men, was saved from 
lynching at the hands of eighty of his 
infuriated compatriots this afternoon. 
They drove him into a building on the 
Cook farm, where the two young men 
interfered, and stood guard over him 
untii officers and a posse of citizens, 
summaned by telephone, arrived from 
Buffalo, a couple of miles away. The 
hunted man in fear of his life, was 
taken to Buffalo and placed in jail.

iia, Your papers are full of Manchuria, but they 
seg sothing of the Russian advancements in the south 
og the west.

One of the projected 
railroads will run north from Tashkend to connect with 
the Trans-Siberian, and this will greatly increase the 
size of that city. The road has already been built from 
Samara to Orenburg, and it will join the Trans-Siberian 
at Cheliabinsk. 
There are a number of good-sized towns in Siberia, 
which are growing rapidly. Tomsk has 32,000; Bla- 
goveschensk, on the Amur, is of about the same size, 
while Irkutsk, on the Trans-Siberian road, not far from 
Lake Baikal, has 51,000. There are a number of other 
cities of from 25,000 ‘to 30,000, and the new city of Dalny, 
at the end of the Chinese Eastern Railroad, has some- 
thing like 50,000, and it is as yet hardly open to settle- 
ment. 
Vast Resources. 
Asiatic Russia is an enormous empire of undeveloped 
resources. It can only be compared to the United States. 
The wheat fields of Siberia and Manchuria could prob- 
ably feed Europe, were they developed and fitted with 
means of transportation. The southern provinces have 
large cotton plantations, set out within the last few 
years, and over the Caucasus they are raising wine by 
the millions of gallons, and tobacco by the millions of 
pounds. In several provinces there the output of wine 


iron, copper and lead. It has coal in the north and 
south, and its Asiatic oil fields are now competing with 
ours in the Chinese and Indian markets. The Russians 
are pushing their oil trade in Manchuria to such an ex- 
tent that our exports have dropped more than 600,000 
gallons during the past year. This has been dis

| American Trade in Asiatic Russia. 


Indeed, the United States will have to push if it wants 
to hold its Manchurian trade. That country is grow- 
ing fast in population and imports. Its business has 
doubled in the last five years, and at times within the 
last ten it has increased from 100 to 500 per cent. At 
present a large vart of the trade is American, and our 
trade grows, notwithstanding Russia’s advances. 

On some things, howevet, we are losing our Man- 
churian trade. We lost about 200,000 pieces in our 
exports of Ameritan drills in 1902 over those of 1901. 
They were displaced by Russian cottons, and by. Chinese 
cloth made on hand looms. The Russian cotton goods 
are excellent, but so far they are not so well known as 
the American cotton. The same is true of flour, but 
local mills are.now being established along the Trans- 
Siberiam road, and its Chinese eastern connection, and 
Siberian wheat will compete with American wheat. The 
Russians will make very low freight rates for such 
things, and sooner or later the Czar will give.a bounty 
to such goods as need it, and in this way will give his

largest merchant of that country. He bas today more 
business than any European in Siberia, and carries on 
an immense trade ineall sorts of wares. He sells vast 
quantities of Ameriean machinery and hardware, han- 
dies cottons and dry goods, and does a big business in 
groceries and drugs. 

He trades with the government as well as with the 
farmers, and during the Chinese war he sold his river 
steamers to the Czar at a good round profit. He armed 
his own men then with American Winchesters, and sup- 
plied the troops with American hatchets and axes. He 
has, all told, brought sixty ship loads of American goods 
across the Pacific to Siberia, has been around the world 
sixteen times during his trading experiences there, go- 
ing over Asia on horseback, and in sledges, until he 
knows it better perhaps than any American now living. 


Our Goods in Siberia. 


Mr. Emery told me that there is a big demand for 
American machinery in Siberia. The people like our 
farm tools, and will readily pay good prices for them. 
He said that he himself introduced enough American 
machinery to equal the labor of 100,000 mien. He says the 
Rerssians are establishing settlements everywhere along 
the line of the roailroad. They are building towns and 
villages, and growing rich. | 

The eastern part of the country is especially adapted 
for the American market, and the trade between it and 
our Pacific Slope will steadily increase. Mr. Emery says 
that our exporters should send their agents to Siberia, 
and supply them with large stocks of goods, as the peo- 
ple wish to see what they are buying when they buy it. 
They do not like catalogues, and want to handle the 
goods 


I asked Mr. Emery about Manchuria. He said: 

“There is no doubt but that Russia intends to keep it. 
She has sent 150,000 soldiers into the country, and many 
of these have their families with them. She is sending 
thousands of emigrants every year to Siberia and Man- 
churia. The emigrants are given land and tools on long- 
time payments. They hold the land as villages, and not 
as individuals, although they can buy land as individuals 
if they wish. They are more free in Siberia than in 
Rtssia, and it may be in time that the empire will split 
and Siberia will have an independent government 
its own.” 
The Trans-Siverian Road. 3 

The conversation turned to the Trans-Siberian Rail- 
road, and Mr. Emery said: 


“The success of the road is extraordinary. It was 
prophesied that it would have no business, and on the 
“supposition that the traffic would be light, only light- 
weight rails were used. The traffic is enormously heavy, 
and the result is that the rails are bending under the 
trains. It is indeed only a matter of time when the 
wine road will hd@ve to be relaid, at the cost of some- 
tling like $25,000,000 or more. The old rails will be 
used for switches and short branch roads, and the new 

' ones, almost twice as heavy, will take their places.” 


Mr. Emery tells me that Russia is having hard times, 
and just at present there is no prospect of better ones. 
The Chinese war cost the country about $400,000,000, 
and the great public improvements which are now un- 
der way have been heavy drains. Stocks have been 
falling for sothe time, and many of the banks are not 
in the best condition. This is so al! over Russia. 


I met the director of one of the big Russian banks 
during a visit to the Moscaw Stock Exchange, and had 
a chat with him about our trade prospects in Siberia 
and Russia. He says that the openings are good, but 
that the business should be done with a big capital and 
on a big scale, and with agents who understand the 
country and the languages. “A large part of the trade 
here,” said the banker, “is with the government; and 
your agents should be diplomats as well as financiers. 
They need money to spend, and should dress and enter- 
tain im good style. At present the English and Germans 
are doing what they can to capture the trade, but the 
Englishman is behind the times, and he will not 
change; the German is ready to change, and does so to 
suit every demand, but he is too tricky and cheesepar- 
ing. If you can mix your American brains and methods 

— with those of the Germans, you will have the right com- 
bination to get the trade of this great empire.” 


Manchuria in 1903. 


I have just received a report from the finance depart- 
‘ment, at whose head is Mr. Witte, the right hand of 
the Czar concerning Manchuria as it isin this year, 1903. 
The land is but little known, and the greater part of it 
has not been prospected by white men. Even the Chi- 
nesé operations have been restricted on account of the 
brigands who infest the mountainous regions, and most 

of the cities are controlled by the Manchus. 


According to.this report, Manchuria is twice as big 
as Japan, and it has a population of about 15,000,000, 
consisting of Chinese, Manchus, Koreans and semisav- 
age tribes somewhat like those found in Siberia. There 
are altogether about 700,000 Manchus. They live in the 
towns, and are chiefly engaged in the Chinese army or 
the Chinese civil service. Some of them are farmers, 
living chiefly in the northern provinces. There are about 
60,000 Koreans, who, like the Manchus, are largely 
Buddhists. 


_ The bulk of the population is Chinese, some of the 
provinces being entirely inhabited by them. This is so 
of the southern part of the country, to which the Chi- 
nese have been emigrating for the past 150 years. 

The chief business of Manchuria is farming. The land 
is mountainous, but it has rich valleys, and its soil will 
grow anything that can be grown in our country. Some 
of it is so rich that it produces two crops a year. Much 
of it is good for wheat, oats and bariey, and in the 
lower provinces corn and rice are raised. There are 

' Jarge plantations of tobacco and opium. There are many 
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orchards, and the same kind of fruits that we raise in 
the north are produced there. | 

Every Chinese but has its garden, and in it the same 
vegetables that you find in the United States. indeed, 
many parts of Manchuria look like the United States, and 
were it not for the Chinese houses, one might suppose 
himself at home there. A great many cattle are reared, 
and in the north there are extensive horse farms. 

Much of the goods is carried across the country on 
camels, caravans being almost as common in Manchuria 
as on the desert of Sahara. The chief Russian settie- 
ments so far are in the cities along the Chinese Eastern 
Railroad. 


The Czar as an Aladdin. 


One of the strangest things in Manchuria is the city 
of Dainy. This is a town which the Czar has put up, 
as Aladdin built his palace,almost in one night. Dalny 
means far away. The city is the commercial terminus 
of the Chinese branch of the Trans-Siberian Railroad. 
The Czar gave orders for it to be built just about three 
years ago, and an army of 20,000 men was set to work to 
carry them out. Since then the harbor has been deep- 
ened, great piers have been constructed, warehouses have 
been buil, and miles of docks erected. The city has 
‘been laid out, and substantial buildings for business and 
residences constructed; an electric light system has been 
established; electric railways laid down, and all the 
sanitary improvements of a great city gotten under way. 
Altogether more than six million dollars have been 
spent on the harbor city, and $12,000,000 more will be 
spent before the present plans are completed. 

This gives you some idea of how the Russians do 
things. The whole town was built by the government 
before it was occupied. It was done, not by contract, but 
by day’s work, and by the piece. The houses were sold, 
when al! was completed, at auction, or privately, accord- 
ing to the orders of the government, and now a town 
of 50,000 Asiatics and 2000 Europeans can be seen where 
three years ago the land was as bare as your hand. 

It is the same with the Trans-Siberian and Chinese 
Eastern railroads. Twelve years ago they had no exist- 
ence except in the plans of the-engineers. Today they 
form one of the great railroad systems of the world, 
and they are doing a business which is beginning to pay, 
and this, notwithstanding they have the lowest fares 
of any long railroad on earth.

OUR DAY GROWING LONGER. . 

The earth revolves on its axis once in twenty-four 
hours at present, yet millions of years ago, it completed 
a revolution in a of about five hours. It could re- 
volve no faster than this and remain a single unbroken 
mass. 

‘Now, when our day was about five hours long, the 
moon, so astronomers tell us, was in contact with the 
surface of the earth. It had just broken away from the 


“parent mass, but as our length of the terrestrial day in- 


creased, so did the distance of the moon. 

Whenever the rotation time of a planet is shorter than 
the period of revolution of its satellite, the effect of 
their mutual-action is to eccelerate the motion of the 
satellite and to compel it to move in an increased orbit— 


‘to amplify its distance. 


So now our day is shorter than the month—the period 
of evolution—of the moon. Our satellite, therefore, is 
slowly receding away from us, and it has been moving 
away for thousands of centuries. But the day of the 
earth is growing longer. : | 

So long as the terrestrial day is shorter than the 
lunar month, the moon will continue to recede from us. 
In time, so many million of years hence that they almost 
baffie computation, our day will be a month long and 
the moon will be lost in space.—[New York Herald.

Girls shaved each other with deplorable 
razors, which would have made most stubborn hoes. 
Shaving is a regulation of the weekly toilet, since, if 
the hair has been cropped on front and sides, the head 


looks most unseemly unless it is kept smooth and bald. 


Wierd attempts at decoration marked the rooms. The 
grotesque and the comic prevaiied. Warlike heroez 
made mad dashes on the walls. Menageries disported in 


wild abandon. Posters were pinned, pictures had been 


cut out, and the girls’ own talent sometimes furnished 
the art display. It was a crude suggestion of colleze 
days, a hint of that craze for furbishing, and furnishing 
the den which the fortunte student in far distant lands 
carries to the finish. 

In the workroom, girls were busy with embroidery 
and drawn work. For these, they have ready sale 
among tourists, visitors, and foreign residents. Deftly 
they thread the pattern, and beautiful are the results. 
Orders come for collars by the gross and girls thus earn 
their clothes. They were a jolly throng of laughing, 
chattering girls in queer costumes, bending over dainty 
colors and queer designs whose pretty results, treas- 
ured in distant homes, meant raiment for the maker. 

A skilled physician has her operating room, and well- 
filled pharmacy, also a dispensary which is open to 
outside applicants. Chinese superstition battles against 
foreign medicine, and the natives are loth to take the 
offered help. Never do they treat symptoms, and often 
a very simple ailment, through neglect develops into 
serious malady, and the doctor must apply heroic reme- 
dies. How much of the great world’s suffering could 
be lessened by gigantic doses of faith! The Chinese are 
stoical, rather than believing, and they endure grimly 
and bravely. It is the doctor's heavy cross that these 
poor people will not allow her to help them till t 
have proved themselves utterly helpless. 


Teachers as Matrimonial Agents. 


The school faculty also fulfills the function of mat- 
rimonial bureau. It acts as the parental go-between. for 
‘the young people. As all marriages are an arrange- 
ment of the elders, the teachers, having educated the 
girls in Christian faith, find for them Christian hus- 
bands in the university boys. Probably the boy has 
smiled upon his sweetheart, and doubtless he has some 
inkling what lassie will be meted out to him, but he and 
the lassie have little practical] voice in the matter. 

It is in the foreign missions that China has her 
strongest, I had almost said, her only, hope. If she is 
to emerge from dark night to glorious dawn, it is 
through the guardianship of her children. The cleanli- 
ness, hygiene, industry, morality of the schools, must 
make for righteousness in the homes, for the salvation 
of the nation. 

Tien-Tsin wrote its black page of history, and it has 
bitten the dust of humiliation. Its great walls were 
leveled to the ground, and only two gaunt mounds re- 
main, to point the lesson, in mocking memory of a de- 
fense which is no more. On the city plains, in the long 
hours of a July day, was the fierce battle fought, and 
the allied troops prevailed on Chinese soil.

Of course we were taken in at first, 
for the young wretch had an expressive face, and could 
cry at & moment's notice, but gradually we grew hard- 
hearted, by experience, and by advice from our experi- 
enced friends, and now these tales of woe have no effect 
upon us whatever. 


Found to be a Thief. 


At last we left Agra, and started on our travels again, 
and for a time, with the two rupees increase of wage 
and the almost daily four anna “batta,” contentment 
reigned in the soul of our “gamin,” but es we made for 
Calcutta, the town in [India where servants get the high- 
est wages, discontent again came to the fore, and this 
time we were the recipients of neatly written letters 
saying that Calcutta was so dear a spot that no man 
could with sixteen rupees a month get food enopgh to 
keep him from starvation. owever, though we were 
amused at the elaborate letters, we were not touched, 


; and our hearts remained as adamant. We had not dis-

Twice when we have had oc- 
casion to be severe with him, we have received regis- 
tered letters from him, which have caused us great 
amusement. He is a little gentleman, and makes no 
complaints, but simply asks to go. The last occasion 
was when we discovered a mango, a very expensive 
fruit, at that time, concealed among his belongings. He 
said nothing, nor did we, but the next morning we had 
to sign for the registered letter, which read as follows: 
“Sir: I wish to leave for my house from the end of 
May, 1903, and during this time I shall be able to serve 
you. Hoping that you will very kindly arrange for you 
and search for any other man for which all of kindness 
I shall ever pray for your long life and prosperity. I 
beg to remain, sir, | 
“Your most obedient servant, 
“ABDUL.” 
We said little about the letter, but told him that of 
late he had done so well that we had intended at the 
end of the four months to give him five rupees more a 
month if he still gave satisfaction, and he smiled beam- 
ingly and has been perfect ever since, evidently relieved 
to think thet he is not to go away. 


“Ayahs’’ Worse than “Bearers.” 


As to ayahs, they are the stupidest and dirtiest and 
slyest of beings. The one who sews and is a good lady’s 

maid, steals, and the one who knows nothing whatever 
and takes three months to learn not to put on one’s 
stockings wrong-side-out or one’s boots with the tongue 
in; nor to hang one’s washing which she has just com- 
pleted in front of the hotel on the freshly-painted rail- 
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living for any length of time in the town of her abid- 
ing, may be seen at all hours flitting about haif naked, 
and always folléwed by two or three dreadfully mangy 
pie dogs. If she travels with you she never thinks of 
getting out at the station where you have repeatedly told 
her you are to change trains, but must be hunted up 
and hauled out of the packed compartments just as the 
train is leaving, and her dirty bundle of dirty bedding, 
a wadded quilt, a gray blanket and some dirty clothing 
rescued from the piles of things belonging to the other 
natives. She continually throws into the wash your 
cleanest clothes, washes your clothes with your hair 
brush, and cleans your silver with your tooth brush; 
makes your bed with the second sheet as bedspread and 
is in fact, incurably, impossibly stupid except as to her 
own gains. She may be pretty, and in that case she 
spends every minute she can steal in sitting in the road- 
way and talking ‘to any stray man that passes. She 
usually wears a nose ring, numbers of heavy silver ear- 
rings, and a pleated skirt and chuddar of thin white 
stuff, the latter over her shoulders and head, After one 
eyah who sewed nicely but smelled impossibly, another 
who washed well but stole and never learned to make a

the pines as if the dominant object of life was to stand 

“on their heads and act foolish. The crowd followed 
with sticks and laughter, arousing the fre and indigne- 
tion of the burros to such an extent that they made a 
dash down the pine-lined roadway as if Tauquitz, the 
mountain devil, and all his assistants, were in hot pur- 
suit. 

’ It was then that the spectators were favored with an 
impromptu stunt not down on the programme At the 
very beginning of the charge to victory one of the rid- 
ers shot through the lower air among the dust-creating 
hoofs, and rolled over and over like a ball being chased 
by a kitten. The saddle from which he had been de- 
posed was several sizes too large for the animal, and 

whirled about the burro’s belly like a bracelet about a 
woman’s arm. For an instant consternation reigned, 
but as the man got up quickly, collected his scattered 
wits, firearms, candy boxes and hat, the excitement 
subsided. A trip to the barn for a smaller saddle was 
mecessary and slightly delayed the procession. 

The party took the mountain trail, which, though 
steeper and more difficult, was shorter and more pic- 
turesque than the wagon road. It led by the lumber 
mill and past where oxen were hauling logs down the 
mountain side, Afier reaching the crest, 6500 feet 
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trees where they had been securely tied, for after the 
escape and difficult capture of the frisky one, no one 
had confidence in the creatures, no matter how demure 
or dreamy their demeanor. 

Cinches were tightened, bridles adjusted, and a thou- 
sand and one other necessary things were attended to. 
Each player beseeched, admonished and tempted his re- 
spective burro to skill and action by the application of 
gentie words, caresses, and bon bons. The tin can, 
waste paper, old shoe grass diet was supplanted by one 
of sweets and kindness, and because of it all, the 
amazed animals began to prick up their ears and their 
animation. 

To accelerate speed, the riders put on ferocious-look- 
ing spurs and supplied themselves with dry branches, 
baby rattles—anything that would make a crackling 
noise, for though burros are not especially addicted to 
nerves they have an intense dislike for anything that 
rattles. One man had a couple of cans loosely filled with 
pebbles, which he hung from his belt like vinaigrettes; 
another had a bunch of firecracker# bulging from his 
hip pocket; while many others had unique devices for 
shattering the immobility of the beasts. 

In place of the regulation mallets, which were un- 
obtainable in this wilderness, each player was supplied 
with a smooth pine stick about five feet long, one and 
one-half inches wide, and half an inch thick, with 
which to strike the ball. The goals were marked 
by white flags fastened to old stumps. So that he might 
not get lost in the tall grasses, and to prevent sun- 
burn, the umpire donned ai big pink, ruffled 
sunbonnet.

From the beginning of May to the beginning of Sep- 
tember was the period of winter storms, when siedging 
was impossible. But the Gauss proved an extremely 
comfortable home. Before the middle of May a leak 
was discovered in the rudder well and repaired. But 
that appears to have been the only mishap. The winter 
months passed without any injury to the health of any 
member of the expedition. For one thing, they all had 
duties assigned to them, and when these were performed 
social meetings were organized, which kept everybody 
occupied. In the ship no-tnconvenience was felt from 
the cold. The steam-heating apparatus was never 
brought into use; stoves burning anthracite were suf- 
ficient, and in the mess cabin artificial heat was not 
required for the greater part of the time. Lectures, dis- 
cussions, music, games, and the celebration of national 
and personal anniversaries staved off the monotony, and 
there was, of course, ample time for reading. In the 
amusements all took part—officers, staff and crew. With 
the return of light, sledging again became possible, 
and from September to December, which Prof. von Dry- 
galski describes as the third period of their imprison- 
ment, four more sledge expeditions were undertaken, 


der the personal leadership of Prof. von Drygalski. Ow- 
ing to the roughness of the ice in the Antarctic autumn, 
it had not been found possible to make use of the dogs 
in the pre-winter expeditions, but dogs were now em- 
ployed. Seven to nine dogs were harnessed to each 
sledge, and with the smaller number a load of 670 pounds 
could be dragged over difficult ice. Tents and sleeping 
bags efforded a sufficient protection against cold. Pe- 
troleum or naphtha was used for cooking, but on the 
first long journey after the winter the fuel was lost, and 
recourse was had to seal blubber, the flesh being used 
as food both for men and dogs. On one oceasion a storm 
compelled a party of eight men to remain in a tent 
for forty hours. 

Break-up of the Ice. 


As the spring advanced movements began to be noticed 
among the ice. Early in December the surface had 
become so disintegrated that walking on the ice became 
both difficult and dangerous. Pools began to form in 
the hollows between the snowdrifts, and in the inequal- 
ities of the surface, while in some places holes were 
broken through to the sea water beneath. All through 
the wiater a lead had; remained open about four miles 
to the eastward of the ship, but it was not until January 
30 that the ice in the immediate vicinity of the ship 


tions, which had been carried on continuously up to that 
date, was suspended, and preparations were made for 
gctting the ship clear. Even before that date a good deal 
had been done to assist the Gauss in getting loose. An 
attempt had been made to dig the ship out. This was 
after hard frosts in January had frozen over the leads 
and reised fears that the ice would not break up at all. 
But several days of continuous work revealed how little 
could be done, and a calculation based on the work ac- 
complished resulted in the discouraging discovery that, 
at the same rate of progress, a year at least would be 
required to free the ship. But on February 8 their 
anxieties were relieved. Movements of the ice within the 
pack which held the Gauss fast had been observed. 
These were due to swells, and on February 8 the swells 
were stronger than ever. The ice groaned and bent, and 
about 3:30 o’clock in the afternoon two short, sharp 
shocks proclaimed the welccme news that the ice had 
broken. As quickly as possible the dogs and remaining 
apparatus were got on board, but a depot which bad 
been established at some distance from the ship, in case 
of its being crushed in the ice, had to he abandoned. At 
7 o'clock that same evening the machinery wags work- 
ing, and amid cheers the Gauss left her winter quarters 
and began her homeward voyage.

But’ before returning to civilization there was more 
work to be done. Pro’, von Drygalski was anxious tc 
explore the coast regioa to the west. Shaping a course 
along the northern 2ig2 of the west ice, the vessel was 
slowly pushed through the pack, breaking a way with 
her engines. Soundings and other hydrographic work, 
with magnetic observaticns on th> pack, and on buard, 
eccupied the scientific staff. West winds now took the 
place of the easterly winds which had prevailed during 
aimost the whole period of their imprisonment, and the 
weather became relatively warmer. Till February 20 
fairly long channels were followed, but at that date the 
character of the pack changed, and the Gauss was sub- 
jected to some wrenching and squeezing from the blocks. 
But notwithstanding the loss of her best screw, which 
was broken off against an ice block, she behaved ex- 
tremely well. It now became a question whether any 
further attempt should be made to get south, in view 
of the danger of being again caught fest in the ice. But 
Prof. von Drygalski decided to take the risk. It was 
pot till March 16 that escape from the pack was effected 
in 63 deg.

TRIP ON CROOKEDEST RAILROAD IN 
THE WORLD.

N Marin county, a couple of hours’ ride from San 


Francisco, is situated the famous Mt. Tamalpais, to 
reach which one traverses the crookedest railroad in 


the world. The distance from base to summit by the 
track is eight and one-fifth miles, and this winding 
track, which twists and coils like a serpent about the 


blue waters of the bay Fort Mason and the Presidio are 


seen in the distance, while out toward the west reach 


the arms of the Golden Gate, as though to gather into 
their mighty embrace all the good ships that pass that 
way. At closer range are passed grim Alcatraz Island, 
with its gloomy military prison and fortifications, bris- 
tling with black-throated guns; Angel Island, with its 
military post; and Lime Point light and fog station. 


At Sausalito the ferry connects with the lines of the 
North Shore Railroad, going six miles into picturesque 
Mil! Valley, or “The Little Switzerland,” as it has been 
called. Here starts the mountain railway, and ai the 


first shrill whistle and clang of the bell the snorting lit- 


tle engine plunges into the redwood forest, sweet with 
odors of the woodland. The track winds in and ou}

great hulk of the heavily-wooded mountain, contains 277 


sirves, Had these curves been continuous in following 
their tortuous course, forty-two complete circles would 
have been made. The longest piece of straight line on 
the road is 413 feet, and it is a rather odd fact that this 
piece forms a portion of the famous “doubie bow knot,” 
which is reached about one-half the way up the moun- 
tain, where, within a distance of 300 feet, the track par- 
allels itself five times, forming what appears from a 
birdseye view to be a mammoth bow knot of four 
sharply-defined loops and two ends. This double bow 
knot has been pronounced one of the greatest feats in 
railroad engineering, because of the ingenious 
which the grades have been overcome in so 


distance. The ascent is not quite a half mile (2592 feet,) 


among masses of ferns, wild grape vines and blackberry 
bushes, along the creek of Blithedale Cafion, til), cross- 
ing the head of the cafion, the grade begins, and contin- 
ues through densely wooded gorges, filled with redwood, 
madronas, oaks and laurels. Wild bay trees, growing 
clase to the track, lean sociably into the cars and brush 
their sweetly pungent leaves across your face as you sit 
drinking in the wild, woodland beauty about you. 
Through a tangle of trees and cool, dfm shadows, a gurg- 
ling little stream flows merrily over the stone; between 
its moss-lined banks. Wild brier roses nod at you from 
the bank; the dainty pink blossoms biushing at their 
own sweet reflection in the clear, cold water, while the 
air is perfumed with their fragrant breath, intermingled 
with that delicious odor of moist fern and wet earth.

The road was built in 1896, and is a standard, broad- 
gauge road, upon which are used steam, o/!-burning loco- 
motives of a quite unique type, with cylinders turning 
a’ shaft geared to the driving wheels on the axles. The 
curves in the road are readily made, as the shaft is 
furnished with universal joints, which lengthen or 
shorten automatically. Observation cars, large and open,

To make the trip one must first ferry across the bay 
from San Francisco to Sausalito, a charming little resi- 
dence town nestling cosily among the oaks that thickly 
dot the hills down to the water's edge.

We passed Lydda, where Peter cured Aeneas. A legend 
tells that St. George was born in this town, and was 
buried in the church, which still stands.

Soon after leaving Lydda, we came to the rocky and 
ascending rcad which, winding in and out among bleak 
mountains, leads to the vilage of Beth-Horon. The stony 
path is surrounded by barren wastes, devoid of trees, 


yet bedecked with many gay flowerets, peeping from the 
crevices in the rocks.

Beth-Horon, situated two or three thousand feet above 
the level of the sea, on a grassy slope at the summit 
of a high ridge, overlooks the peaceful Valley of Ajalon. 
It was over this valley that the strange incident related 
in scripture occurred. The sun stayed in its course at 
the command of Joshua, who stood upon the top of Beth- 
Horon. The sheik of the village—a venerable man, with 
a long, white beard, and of dignified and proud bearing, 
notwithstanding his shabby clothes and tottering steps, 
came out to greet us and offer us the usua) hospitality. 
We were introduced to his wives and saw their numer- 
ous children at play. 

As we continued our journey, the road became steeper 
@nd more rocky as it ascended the hilly country leading 
up to Jerusalem. Sometimes our horses almost fell over 
the slippery stones. We were often obliged to ride in 
file in order to pass through the narrow passages among 
the bushes and rocks. Many a hill stood out before us 
in picturesque grandeur, crowned by ruins which told of 
former gicry. Some of the hilis were covered with little 
mud-hut villages, where the homes clustered close to 
each other. In front of these houses numbers of merry, 
dark-eyed children played among the chickens, goats, 
donkeys and camels. Each hut was composed of one 
room, to which the various peopie and animals retired 
as nightfall approached. We peeped into some of them 
and saw the women seated on the floor, grindimtg the 
wheat at their hand mills, while rocking their nut-brown 
ba‘vies on their laps, singing plaintive lullabies to them. 
Others were churning butter in pigskins, or, seated be- 
fore wood firec, the smoke of which darkened the whole 
room, were cooking the rice for the family meal. 

As we rode past the village, the half-nude urchins ran 
toward us, clamoring for “backsheesh.” 

Winding in and out among these hilis, we came to 
heights commanding most impressive views. The beau- 
tiful plain of Sharon lay behind us, and before us the 
many hills which surround the Holy City, and in the 
far distance the faint outline of the Mountains of Moab. 
On the stony hills around us were many terraced vine- 
yards, reminding us of the terraced gardens of King 
Solomon's days. A flock’ of larks, which had been hiding 
among the !eaves, suddenly flew away simultaneously at 
our approach. 

From time to time we were surrounded by high rocks, 
or passed through narrow passages between deep preci- 
pices leading down to fertile valleys below. On these 
steep declivities many a little village is situated. The 
echo of the merry voices of the children at play rose up 
to us, mingled with the sound of the farmers’ deep tones, 
as they called to each other from hill to hill. Down in 
the val:ey were <hepherds leading their flocks to pasture. 
The varied shades of green and purple, as the sun lighted 
up these hillsides, made the artistic effect perfect. Other 
hills were covered with deep“green olive <rees, where 
sparrows twittered unceasingly.

Sheltered from the sun's strong rays by huge boulders. 
were picturesque groups of Ara> laborers, women return- 
ing from market with their baskets of fruit, Bedouins, 
resting their cameis, each and all illustrating beautifully | 
what a solace to the orientals is “The shadow of a 
rock in a weary land.” 

We saw a woman hanging out some clothes to dry 
before a small aperture in the rock which led into-her 
dark home. Nature has formed many caves in these 
rocks, in which the homeless Arab is giad to take shelter. 

Our guide pointed out to us a prominent peak in the 
mountains, on which stood a mosque. This was the hill 
named ‘Neby Samuil,” or the Mizpah of Samuel. The 
mosque covers the site of this tomb, which the Mo- 
hammedans revere. The hill stands more chan three 
thousand feet above the level of the tea. This was the 
height from which Joshua judged the Israelites. We rode 
to the top of the mount, and from there took our first 
view of the distant city, lying still end gray in the 
distance. With thrilling hearts we gazed silently 
at the royal city—Jerusalem—“The joy of all the earth.” 
Situated on a hill, at the height of two thousand three 
hundred feet, its contour, with its tail minarets and pic- 
turesque domes, stands out strikingly clear and solitary 
against the biue sky. Mountains bare and desolate en- 
circle it, and form a dark background to its glistening 
white buildings. Beyond the city, and towering above 
the nearer hills, stand the solemn Mountains of Moab, 
tinged with many varying hues of red and purple. 

The landscape was bleak. It was interesting because 
of its peculiarity, but it could claim no beauty to be 
compared with that of Switzerland or Italy. Yet the 
scene before us appeared far grander because of the 
memories which endeared it to our hearts. 

What other part of our globe had witnessed such events 
of import to all humanity as had this small and ap- 
parently neglected country? Now Jerusalem is “trod- 
den down of the Gentiles,” her ruins and bare, forsaken 
mountains and waste plains tell the sad story over and 
over again, till it seems as if this land, once*“flowing 
with milk and honey,” had a cursé resting upon it for 
evermore—a veritable death pall banging over its hills 
and valleys. Yet she has had the grandest genealogy 
and the most wondrous history of all ages.

’ ‘Phe sun was descending in the heavens as we ap- — 
proached Jerusalem, and a golden glow flooded tle sky 
and lit up the mountain tops. To obtain a better view 
of the city before entering its gates, we decided to ascend 
the Mount of Olives, from which we could look down on 
the whole-panorama. We rode around the old gray, bat- 
tlemented walls of Jerusalem, which are surrounded by 
Mosiem graves, and we ascended the stony ails of 
Olivet. Passing the Garden of Gethsemane, and the 
Latin Church of the Ascension, we reached the top of the 
mount, having traveled over the road which Christ must 
have trodden so often on His way to Bethany. 

What a reward was ours! . 

There at our feet lay the still, white city, with its 
glittering mosques, its white and blue domes, its tall 
minarets and its convent towers, rising above the white, 
flat-roofed houzes. 

As we gazed speechless at the view, the moon sud- 
deniy appeared above a mountain in all her glory, and 
illumined the gray landscape with her silver splendor. 
Between us and the city was a deep valley—the Brook 
Kedron—in which were some curious tombs, called those 
of Absalom and Zecharias, and on a little bill above 
the valley stood the quaint Valley of Siloam, built up 
tler upon tier. There to the southeast was the pinnacle | 
of the temple, rising up majestically and fearfully above 
the site of the once-beautiful “gardens of the King.” 
On Mount Moriah, where once stood Solomon’s Temple, 
was the Mohammedan mosque, with its variegated pee 
mosaic walls glistening in the moonlight. Some large : ef 
domes marked the site of the Church of the Holy Sepul- “ 
cher, and there stood the Tower of David. 

Our guide pointed out to us the Via Dolorosa, whcre 
Christ wearily trod for the last time within His holy city. ‘ 
A Turkish minaret marked the site of the Castle of ns 
Antonia, and near by was the Pool of Bethesda, upon the 3 
waters of which the moon threw her pale rays. 

Turning our eyes toward the east, we saw a land- 
scape that was also grand, though desolate. For miles 
the scenery presented nothing but dark hills and vaileys, 
till our gaze rested upon the silvery waters of the Dead “| 
Sea, beautiful in the glistening light of the pale moon. rie 
This sea lay three thouzand nine hundred feet below us, 
but in the clear, bright atmosphere of the Orient it 
seemed to be quite near, notwithstanding the miles of : 
undulating country which separated us from it. We 46s 
gazed on its wonderful beauty, and then again on the ~ 
city before us, and we were filled with joy at the thought 
that in a few hours we would be within the walls of 
Jerusalem, and our hearts would reécho the joyful song 
of the psalmist, “Our feet shal] stand within thy gates, 
O Jerusalem.” 

Our reveries were abruptly ended by the harsh voice 
of our matter-of-fact guide, who exclaimed: “It is nearly 
subber time, and your ‘orses are wery tired.”

TRAVEL IN THE UNITED STATES. 


A BRITISHER ON AMERICAN CONVENIENCES AND 
PLEASURES BY THE WAY. 


[Pearson's Weekly:] I spent my last day in the 
States as a “spread-eagle” Britisher. That is to say, I 
went about trying to find out whether the Americans 
were so very much superior in things of every-day 
life to ourselves. 

The first institution I decided to sample was the Amer- 
ican railroad. A nice short run to, say, Philadelphia, 
would enable me to form a sound judgment on the point. 
Before getting. onto that train I found amble material 
for my pro-British arguments. The first thing I tested, 
however, gave me no point. I hag to telephone some- 
body. The New York telephone system is as nearly 
perfect as anytbing can be here below. Every private 
house of ordinary size possesses one, and, of course, al! 
shops, chambers, cafés and saloons. You just take the 
handle off the hook and are speaking to the “central” 
without any ringings, or “hulloas.” Communications 
with friends, of the smallest kind, are carried on by 
telephone. 

To send a telegram is a very rare thing for a New 
Yorker. People who are not at the other end of a 
telephone are not supposed to be worth knowing. But 
when you do have occasion to “wire” anyone, you soon 
find out that the New York system is far inferior to that 
of British cities. A stranger Is quite fogged about tele- 
grams, as they are not controlled by the postoffice, but 
by a private company—the Western Union. I found 
myself tramping long distances in search of a telegraph 
office, without result. 


Few Messenger Boys. 


Then “boy messengers” are a rarity, and an expensive 
one at that. One urchin Volunteered to take a note for 
me to the docks for one doilar. I thanked him and 
declined. 

To get to the Pennsylvania station for Philadelphia 
was a matter of three-quarters of an hour’s traveling.

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A Night at ‘‘El Desierto.’’ 


A Pictvuresqte RUIN IN MEXICO, 
VISITED BY WHEEL. 


By a Special Contributor. 


ROM the point of view of the four-wheeled vehicle 

the roads of Mexico are appalling, where they are 

not impossible. This fact, however, worries the 
Mexican very little, since most of his carrying is done 
by pack animals, two-footed as well as four-footed, the 
two-footed one being the peon, who, hardened by centu- 
ries of practice, is able to carry the load of a mule, and 
thus constitute himself a cheap and effective beast of 
burden. As a consequence most of the roads consist of 
a series of paths, winding in and out. Each one satis- 
factory for a single animal, but all together presenting 
a surface like that of a very much distorted gridiron.. 

Disastrous as these roads are for the four-wheeled ve- 
hicle, they are not at all impracticable for a bicycle; the 
paths weave in end out among the boulders, and the en- 
ergetic tourist with a good American wheel can go roll- 
ing along through unfrequented towns and into quaint 
nooks, over roads which present an appearance of blank 
impossibility. 

Just before noon of one bracing, beautiful, cloudless 
day, the writer started off on his wheel, with no particu- 
lar destination in view. Soon the castle-crowned hill 
of Chapultepec was passed, and the succession of high- 
walled villas and country houses which stretches beyond 
it to San Angel. Beyond San Angel lay the charming 
unspoiled, but rather disreputable town of Tizapan. 
Here I dismounted in front of a little inn, where in a 
quaint open porch one may eat generously of tortillas 


fl 


aad frijoles, with the added zest of a fat.jug of pulque, 
while the Tizapan dogs congregate about one’s legs, and 
those of the table, and survey the operation with 
strained and breathless interest. 

To the northwest of the City of Mexico the cireum- 
ference of the encircling wal] of mountains is less than 
twenty miles distant, and this afternoon its fine wooded 
slopes appeared especially inviting as they melted in 
waves of green and purple into the high volcanic peak 
of Ajusco. 
Through Contreras by Wheel. F 


The afternoon had hardly begun, and I turned my 
course toward them, still without any fixed destination. 
A few miles of pulling up a road, winding between low 
barren hills brought me to Contreras. Contreras is a 
town on the Cuernavaca Railroad, and is known to the 
traveling public chiefly as the place where one buys 


_gtrawberries out of the car windows, a thing which 


‘would be very much in the town’s favor were it not for 
the fact that the baskets in which the gentle Aztec mai- 
dens sell their wares have bottoms of such surprising 
convexity that as far as the'strawberries are concerned 
the treat is more apparent than real. 

To the traveler by wheel Contreras presents quite a 
different aspect. In the first place, he finds no straw- 
berries because they are brought just at train time from 
the neighboring town of San Geronimo; and in the sec- 
ond place because the town consists of one long nar- 
row street which goes winding off up the hill in such a 
way that only the smallest portion of it is visible from 
the railroad. 

The Contreras Caravansary. 

Contreras, like many other picturesque places, provei 
less enchanting in the fact than in the prospect. The 
only caravansary which the town boasted, was found at 
the upper end of the street, and proved to consist of one 
large, dark and dirty room, at that particular moment 
affording lodging to several dogs and hens, and furnished 
with two harmoniously untidy beds. A conversation 
with the innkeeper led to the information that there 
was a mountain road leading from Contreras to “El! 
Desierto.” Now the “Desierto” lay in the midst of the 
green and purple shadows which still beckoned invit- 
ingly to the northwest, and it had long been my desire 
to visit that romantic spot, interesting alike from its 
history, and its natural surroundings. 

Tradition says that in the early part of the sixteenth 
century, a benighted traveler who had lost his way in

In the Matter of Formal Gardens, 


It is not to be denied that there is much that is at- 
tractive about the most formal styles of gardening. 
Western feeling—freedom of thought and action—a 
general breeziness of spirit, impregnates our life in 
eVery way in Southern California, and it would seem as 
if the formalists among the gardeners and landscape 
architects had all succumbed to the popular influence, 
and gone in for the “natural” plan. While eastern 
schools are turning out scores of eager partisans for 
either the landscape or the formal schools, yet I am glad 
to see that in California extremes do meet, and manage 
in some way to dwel! in harmony. I am giad to note 
as well, that people olanning large estates are more and 
more recognizing the value of the specialist in garden- 
ing, as in architecture, and that many men who are 
artists in the truest sense of the word, and who have 
made a profession of the landscape art, are locating 
among us. When one visits a garden which shows no 
thought, no planning toward ideal conditions, but which 


gardening. Near Montecito, In Santa Barbara county, 
are several] excellent examples of this school that have 
been adapted to the natura] conditions In a most skillful 
manner, but I have in mind a place which it has cost 
a fortune to elaborate, and is costing a fortune to keep 
up, and yet this small principality has been so badly 
designed that in the first view, coming out upon it from 
among the beautiful natural surroundings of trees, and 
broad sweeps of grass, and hill and vale and stream, 
every charming phase of nature 80 apparent about 
Montecito—coming out upon this estate, one’s first 
thought is, “how painfully artificial.” 

Details in themselves beautiful have been copied with 
care from beautiful gardens of the old world, but there 
has been seeming!y no effort to adjust or adapt them to 
the natural surroundings of the new home, and the result 
is inharmony. 

Where an estate is large, it is often possible io so 
merge the uncultivated natural conditions, or the prosaic 
outlines of the orchard or kitchen garden with their very 
necessary but nevertheless commercial aspect, the for- 
mal garden, and the idealized and improved land:cape 
features, it is possible, I say, for the landscape erchitect 
to so blend these interests that one is never quite aware 
just where the beginning of art and the leaving off of 
natural conditions has been made.

An excellent example of formal gardening is found in 
the Sterling place at Redlands, described in this paper 
some weeks ago. This week I am glad to present to 
the Times readers a near view of the well-executed 
designs of the flower beds at either side of the entrance 
to Mrs. Sterling’s fine place.

Personally I am not an ardent admirer of forma! styles 
of gardening, but I can appreciate the skill displayed in 
carrying out designs, I can see the possibilities permitted 
in even the most conventional bedding designs, of bril- 
liant display of color, and, above all, I can realize that 
fully one-half of mankind must be taught to appreciate 
the Beauties of nature, and that many minds must be 
appealed to by conventionalized methods first. 


Some Advice Upon Designs. 


If you have it in mind to try some bedding designs, 
take first in hand—your pencil. The best effects for the 
amateur to aspire to are geometrica] patterns, the star, 
the Maltese cross, and similar simple outlines being the 
most readily executed and conforming most readily to 
the kinds of bedding plants most used. Having drawn 


your design and indicated the color positions you wish | 


to attain, the next step is to select the plants to carry 
out the design. 

It must always be borne in mind that the formal de- 
signs carried out in plants require much care, cleanli- 
ness and moisture. A daily going over with the shears 
is essential with most bedding plants, and irregularity 
of growth wil! quickly injure the effect. Absolute clean- 
ness of growth, too, is desirable, and dead leaves, bits 
of withered blossoms and stray plants must be carefully 
culled out. 

It is a matter of importance, too, that your design is 
not out of proportion to your grounds. A great grass- 
covered side hill like that at the entrance to Elysian 
Park can carry a large design which would be entirely 
out of taste on the level surface of a small garden plot in 
the heart of the city. Make your estimates carefully, 


‘remembering that a small design well executed will give 


much more pleasure than one larger and imperfectly 
carried out. ‘ 


Here and there throughout Southern California one 
encounters a devotee of the Italian school of forma! 


graceful, ragged limbs pointing always heavenward, a 
sort of suggestiveness of mystery in their motions that 
can not be supplied by any other tree, so far as I know, 
and I cannot find another so well adapted to the. border 
of a walk in just such a garden as this. 

But—heaven deliver me from the Italian cypress 
twisted and clipped and bound down, and otherwise 
maltreated in the barbarous desire to make a poor imi- 
tation of some noble animal, or classic design! It is 
a beautiful tree left to grow as the Divine Artist 
planned it. 


Some September Seed-planting. 
September will soon be here, and in most of the coast 


| portions of Southern California—by which I mean that 


portion west of the mountain ranges—seed-planting 
should begin. There are many sturdy perennials which 
if planted now in well-shaded positions can be induced 
to cut out several months of their deferred blossoming, 
and made to bloom early next year. Then many annu- 
als, if planted now, will get a sturdy winter growth 
and be ready to do good service in midwinter and early 
spring, provided they are not subjected to frost. 

By sowing your seed in shady situations, you will get 
excellent results this month. The hardy annuals sown 
thickly now in suitable situations and later transplanted 
to where they are to bloom, will make much stronger 
plants and flower more abundantly than if otherwise 
treated. Plants of a tender nature should be sown in 
boxes and sheltered from the sun now, the cold later on. 

Seed boxes should have an inch of rough gravel in the 
bottom for drainage, and then be filled within an inch of 
the top with light, rich, well sifted soil. The soil should 
be firmly packed, and as a rule, seed should only be cov- 
ered its own depth in the soil, again pressed, and then 
well watered. 


Annual Vines that Are Interesting. 


Many requests come for suggestions as to plants that 
will grow quickly, and especially for vines to cover un- 
sightly fences that may not be removed, or to shelter 
the new porch until some more permanent growth may 
be secured. I therefore append a list of quick-growing 
vines, all of an interesting character.

ERLIN, Aug. 20.—At frequent intervals the rest of 
the civilized world is surprised by news that a 
German or Austrian or Russian officer has attacked 
a defenseless civilian with his sword, and either killed 
or severely wounded the unfortunate individual in plain 
clothes. In the majority of cases a sentence is added 
to the dispatch stating that the officer in question has 


mot been arrested, and will not be called to an account 


which sends a civilian to the gallows. Or if an inquiry 
is ordered, it develops later that no penalty has been 
inflicted, or that the officer has been sentenced, for the 
sake of appearances, to detention in a fortress—a form 
of punishment which inflicts a minimum of inconven- 
fence on the culprit. 

Such occurrences as a rule attract a good deal of pass- 
ing attention, but it is not generally known that these 
attacks eommitted by officers on unarmed civilians are 
an essential part of the rampant militarism prevalent in 
the countriés of continental Europe, and especially in the 
three great empires of Burope—Germany, Austria and 
Russia. 

In all three countries, the military regulations drawn 
up by the rezpective ministries of war, ratified by the 
respective governments, and approved by the Kaiser, the 
Czar and the Emperor Francis Joseph, distinctly state 
that officers must make use of their weapons in order 


* to defend their military honor, if circumstances render 


such extreme measures necessary. This regulation in it- 
self does not appear to be particularly mischievous in 
character, for there may conceivably be cases in which 
an officer would be justified in drawing his sword in 
self-defense, just as a civilian may have occasion to 
make use of a life preserver or revolver; but the unwrit- 
ten rules of military etiquette which have grown up 
around the original written regulation are the cause of 
the groas abuses that take place so often. 


Think They Own the Earth. 


Continenta) officers have in course of time taught 
themselves to believe that they form a ¢tlass of society 
which is as far above civilians as heaven is above earth. 
They have come to believe in the divine right of the 
military men to dominate the world, and to trample un- 
uniformed persons under foot as slaves created solely 
for the purpose of paying the taxes necessary for the 
support of vast armies, and, of course, to provide the 
human material necessary to keep up the numerical 
strength of the army. Frequently it happens that female 
members of civilian families are regarded by officers 
as suitable wives for themselves, but only, when they 
receive dowries which liberate the hyper-honorable mil- 
itary man from his burden of debts, and enable him to 
live comfortably ever afterward, and in such cases the 
wife has to cut herself off from her inferior civilian rel- 
atives and become a member of the predominant mili- 
tary caste. 

Apart from the great capitals, where the leveling in- 
fluences of the age are irresistible, there is not a garri- 
son town in Gei many or Austria in which there is not a 
broad gap between the military and the civilian classes. 
The officers have their own exclusive circle of society, 
composed of men of their own class, with their wives 
and children, and keep quite aloof from the mere civil- 
fans, looking cown upon them from the vast height of 
their military superiority. 

Any one who has spent any length of time in a 


continental garrison town knows that the case, as it is 


thus put, is rather understated than exaggerated. .More- 
over, this caste system is encouraged and fostered by 
the German and Austrian governments, for the creation 
of a solid military aristocracy is regarded as an effect- 
ive barrier to the rising tide of social democracy, which 
becomes more and more formidable year by year. The 
German Emperor,'modern as he is in many respects, be- 
lieves in the maintenance of a powerful military hier- 
archy, and in this respect Francis Joseph, otherwise than 
in military matters the most benevolent of men, and 
also the peace-loving Czar, share his views. d 


Military 


Inspired by such means with an inflated opinion of 
their own importance in the world, continental officers 
have acquired distorted and unnatural ideas of what 
they—call their “military honor,” and they have con- 
structed a code in accordance with these almormal con- 
ceptions of right and wrong. The honor of an officer, 
in their opinion, is something altogether different from 
the honor of a civilian—if such a thing even can be said 
to exist—and consequently, according to their scheme of 
reasoning, special measures must be taken to protect it 
from insult. 

If an officer's “military honor” is slightéd, he must 
either fight a duel with the offender, or be must draw 
his sword and chastise the aggressor in such a way that 
blood flows. If an officer be insulted by a brother of- 
ficer, he can always fight a duel, but if his “military 
honor” be slighted by a civilian, there arises the ques- 
tion whether the civilian is capable of giving knightly 
satisfaction, according to the code of duelling etiquette 
If the civilian is incapable of giving knightly satisfac- 
tion, then the officer must chastise him and shed his 
blood. If an officer is slighted by a civilian incapable 
of giving knightly satisfaction and fails to chastise the 
offender, he is regarded as disgraced, and is forced to 
quit the army with a stain on his honor. 

This code of military etiquette is inexorable, and cnm- 


- pels officers to make use of their weapons again:t civil- 


fans whether they want to or not, for their good name, 
reputation and career are at stake. At the moment when 
the slight is inflicted on an officer he is almost bound to 


| assume that the civilian is incapable of giving knightly 
satisfaction, for if he waits to find out, and it turns out 
that a duel cannot be fought with the offender, he him- 
self is expelled from the army. A civilian who is a

A Quixotic Suicide. 


A striking instance of this view of military honor oc- 
curred recently at Hamburg, where a young German 
officer named Von Abel was assaulted in the dark by a 
drinken man, wlio came up from behind and took him 
by surpr’se. His assailant dealt Von Abel several heavy 
blows on the back of his head, which were observed by 
a number of bystanders, and which nearly stunned him. 
Pulling himself together, he turned to chastise the a3z- 
gressor with his sword, but the drunken man, who had 
taken enough wine to be dangerous, but not enough to 
be helpless, had disappeared, and was not to be found 
anywhere. Von Abel went home to his lodgings and 
blew his brains out. On his table was found a letter, in 
which he wrote: . 

“Dear Mother: I have been struck from behind by a 
drunkard, and I was unable to exact vengeance for the 
insult to my military honor. It was no fault of mine, for 
no one could have turned to the pursuit more quickly 
than I did after receiving two such blows, nevertheless, 
I know I am dishonored forever, and that I cannot face 
my comrades. There is nothing for me to do but leave 
the army as a dishonored man, or to die, and you will 
understand that I prefer to die. 
officer than dishonor, such as would fail on me if I con- 
tinued to live, and so I die, upholding my own good 
name and that of my family. 

“Adieu, dear mother, and remember me as kindly as 
you have treated me during my lifetime.” 


Murdered His Friend. 


When an officer, tortured by the idea that he is dis- 
honored, takes his own life, it is less harmful to zociety 
than when the military code requires him to slay others. 
All Germany is still. excited over the case of Ensign 
Huessner, who killed Edward Hartmann, a young gentle- 
man serving his obligatory year in the army. Huessner 
came out of a restaurant, and met Hartmann outside. 
Both were sons of prominent citizens of Essen, and 
they had been friends from their earliest childhood. 
Hartmann was not in uniform, and he had taken a trifle 
more wine than was good for him, and perhaps this ac- 
counted for the fact that Instead of saluting Huessner, 
his superior, as the military regulations required, he 
said simply, “How do you do, Huessner.” 

Huessner, who without sacrificing his honor or dig- 
nity, might have overlooked this lapse on the part of 
his lifelong friend, placed Hartmann under arrest, and 
ordered him to proceed to the nearest barracks. Hart- 
mann, instead of obeying, turned to run away, but he 
had not gone many paces when Huessner caught him up 
and ran his sword through Hartmann’s back, killing him 
on the spot. | 

Huessner was tried and sentenced to four years’ im- 
prisonment. He appealed, and the second court-maftial, 
composed of the highest and most distinguished German 
officers, reduced the sentence to two years’ detention in 
a fortress, at the expiration of which he will rejoin the 
navy as an officer. It is indeed doubtful whether he will 
serve the full term of two years, for in almost every 
previous case of this kind the Kaiser has granted the 
officer in question a full pardon shortly affer tne 
sanguinary affair has slipped from the public memory. 
The Kaiser, by so doing, demonstrates his approval of 
the military cuztom of wreaking vengeance by bioodshei. 


Punished by a Holiday. 


Huessner and of others who commit similar deeds is 
a p.easant one in the fortress to which they are sent. 
It is imprisonment in name only, for the culprits are 
allowed to bring their own feather beds, to eat and 
drink whatever they choose to order, including caviar 
and champagne; they may keep a man servant; they 
may take five pours’ exercise in the open air every day, 
and not necessarily within the boundaries of the grounds 
surrounding the fortress, for with the permission of the 


| commanding officer excursions may be extended to the 


neighboring villages. They may receive as many visits 
as they like, and they also pay visits to residents of the 
surrounding district. 

Inside the fortress their liberty is absolutely unre- 
stricted. They can play games of all kinds in and out 
of doors, they can read whatever they choose, and the 
official regulations concerning their treatment specially 
‘provide that they shall have the privilege of pursuing 
their own particular hobbies. If the period of detention 
becomes tedious, an officer undergoing confinement to 
a fortress may apply to the commanding officer for leave 
of absence, and go right away for a week or two to 
enjoy life, and then return to compiete his term of 
detention. 

This form of purishment is in fact no punishment 
at a:l, but rather a pleasant hoiiday for the culprits 
sentenced thereto. And it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment that this should be the case. This treatment of 
officers who have shed blood in upholding their “mili- 
tary honor” is part of the system of maintaining a 
favored military caste exempt from the ordinary laws of 
justice and morality. 

It is hardly surprising that the attitude of the military 
authorities in Germany, Austria and Russia leads to 
many outrageous abuses of the officer’s right to cut down 
any one who slights his dignity. These outrages are less 
frequent in Germany than in Austria, where they occur 
On an average once in every two or three weeks, or so. 
Here are a number of cases which have come under the 
writer's personal notice.

; THE ORIGIN OF COFFEE. 

As to the history of coffee, the legend runs that it was 
first found growing wild in Arabia. Hadji Omar, a 
dervish, discovered it in 1285, 617 years ago. He was 
dying of hunger in the wilderness, when, finding some 
small, round berries, he tried to eat them, but they were 
bitter. He tried roasting them, and these he finally 
steeped in some water, held in the hollew of his hand, 
gnd found the decoction as refreshing as if he had 
partaken of solid food.

Hospitality in the Navy. 


N regard to the recent festivitfes at Kil, Portsmouth 

and Lisbon the Army and Navy Journal says: “The 
visiting officers of the United States navy ‘held its end 
up’ with their German, British and Portuguese enter- 
tainers in the genial rivalry of good fellowship and so- 
cial cheer. Yet back of all these gratifying reports 
there is an unwritten story of uncomplaining financial 
self-dacrifice and consequent embarrassment on the part 
of our navy officers which is far from creditable to the 
American government. The plain truth is that, in or- 
der to make the absolutely necessary return of courte- 
sies extended to them at Kiel, Portsmouth and Lisbon, 
the officers of the European squadron had to draw upon 
their personal means to an extent which, in many cases, 
has proved or will eventually prove seriously embarrass- 
ing. It is estimated that every officer of the squadron 
has been obliged to devote to this programme of recip- 
rocal entertaining a sum equivalent to 50 per cent. of. 
his pay for tifree month, as a result of which some offi- 
cers who have no means beyond their pay will be ‘hard 
up’ for months to come. They did only what custom 
and usage required of them. They were not entertain- 
ing on their own account. The functions for which they 
taxed themselves were formal and official, and, morally 
at least, obligatory. In other words, they were sent to 
important foreign ports and required to maintain the 
American reputation for hospitality by paying for it out 
of their own pockets! They paid the freight, and the 
United States government gets the credit.”—({Chicago

“You are a square-built, stocky lad,” the Emperor 
said. “You would make a fine soldier.” 

The keen eyes of the world conqueror flashéd down 
upon young Eisenhut admiringly, and yet half in calcu- 
lation, as if he had a mind to draft the youth into his 
army. But Dr. Eisenhut says he would have consid- 
ered this a great misfortune. He was somewhat 
abashed and trembled a little as he spoke in reply ¢o 
the world’s greatest soldier: .

Queer Water Kangaroo. 


ISHERMEN in the Sound are catching more strange 

fish this season than usual. The water kangaroo is 
among the most peculiar of the strangers recently 
caught. The scientific name of the creature is Siphos- 
toma foscum. It is of the eel species, and when in the 
water resembles an animated stalk of grass. This re- 
semblance is much to its advantage, as it frequently 
enables it to escape the sharp eyes of larger fish. 

The water kangaroo has a novel way of providing 
protection for its young. When the female lays the 
eggs the male secretes them in a pouch, much like that 
of the female mammal of the same name. He carries 
them until they are hatched, and cares for them mntil 
they are fully able to battle for themselves. A pair of 
these fish, a male and a female, were captured a sh«.rt 
time ago near Whitestone and presented to the Glen 
Island aquarium. Three young ones were born to the 
pair at Glen Island recently. Occasionally the little 
ones become curious and express a desire tu take a peep 
at the big world outside. Then three litile beaks pro- 
trude from the pocket-like pouch foliowed by three pair 
of bright eyes set far back in each head. 

The wapsie is another stranger in these waters. It is 
a Florida fish, and can be found in quantities in the St. 
John's river. It is rarely seen so far North. It is al- 
most transparent, and the bones of :ts graceful little 
body can be seen quite plainly as it swims about in the 
water. A number of the fish have been seen in the 
Sound this season, and several were captured and sent 
to the Glen Island aquarium. 

Almost every species of trout may be studied at the 
Glen Island aquarium this scasona. Among the new 
ones added are the hybrid, the spor, the rainbow, the 
golden, the sunapee, the brow. and ihe speckled beau- 
ties found in mountain ‘treams.—[New York Tribune.

The Tombstone Mines. 


HE work of extracting the water from the Tomb- 

stone mines is going steadily forward. The Phoenix 
Enterprise says: 

“The vast basin of water that underlies Tombstone, 
and which has been the only menacing feature to the 
successful operation of the camp, has at last yielded 
to @ more powerful force—masterly management, sci- 
entific equipment, stupendous machinery, and an indom- 
itable determination by the Consolidated Mining Com- 
pany to wrest from the depths of the earth the resist- 
ing force that thwarted the operation of the Tombstone 
mines for, lo! these many years, says the Prospector. 

“The mammoth pumps that were installed and have 
been forcing the water from this subterranean reser- 
voir for something over one year have fulfilled the 
most samguine expectations of the management; so 
successful has been the work of unwatering the mines 
that during the past two weeks the labor of the pumps 
has been lessened, 400,000 gallons having been deducted 
from the daily flow of 2,500,000 gallons. The main 
shaft is now down 160 feet below the old workings, 
when the mines were temporarily abandoned owing to 
the fact that the machinery of that day was inadequate 
to cope with the enormous floods encountered when the 
600-foot level was reached. 

“Now that modern machinery has accomplished fhat 
which was deemed an impossibility, a few years ago, 
the pessimist may rejoice and shout ‘I told you so!’ 
The feat has been accomplished, but the work has not 
been concluded; development has but just begun, and 
on the 700-foot level workmen are now engaged in cat- 
ting out a station for the installation of a pump having 
a capacity of 1,000,000 gallons every 24 hours, which 
capacity will be ample to hoist the drainage to the 600- 
foot reservoir while the work of going down to the 
1000-foot level continues. From this 700-foot level, and 
as soon as conditions will warrant, drifting wiil be com- 
menced and a cross-cut run to intersect a large body of 
ore that is thought to exist some distance off. 


- “Superintendent Staunton is justly elated over his 


successful management of the water, and as soon as 
practical will commence active operations on the Em- 
erald, the Tranquiiity, the Silver Thread, the Lucky 
Cuss, the West Side, the Toughnut, and the Comet, the

Curiag Lemons. 


RITING in the Rural Californian, C. C. Teague 

declares that proper ventilation is the keynote of 
success in keeping lemons. He has the following in 
regard to his big curing-house at Santa Paula: 

“The Limoneira Company of Santa Paula was the 
first to equip a house on the open-air plan, and as that 
company has the most extensive plant and the widest 
experience in this method, perhaps a description of its 
lemon house and its method may de of interest. 

“To begin with, the lemons are carefully picked, great 
care being taken in handling so as not to bruise the 
fruit—2 5-16-inch sings are used for winter pickings, 
and 2%-inch for spring and summer—never more than 
six weeks being allowed to elapse between pickings, 
and the fruit is usually picked about once a month. By 
careful attention to this, desirable sizes and good keep- 
ing stock are obtained. I want to say right here that 
this is the weak point of over 90 per cent of the lemon 
growers of California. I have recently returned from 
a tour of the principal lemon growing sections of the 
State, and I found that the carelessness with which 
picking is done is almost criminal. In one of the groves 
I visited at least fifty per cent. of the values had been 
lost by allowing the fruit to hang on the trees too long. 
Not only on account of large sizes would it nate to be 
discounted fifty per cent. per box, but the keeping 
quality of the lemon which is allowed to mature on the 
tree is never good. Good results cannot be obtained 
even by the best methods of keeping !emons unless the 
fruit is picked at the proper time and carefully handled. 

“The Limoneira Company's house is 300x100 feet. The 
flooring is two-inch planking ani the roof coverc’ with 
gravel paper roofing. The building has no sides what- 
ever, allowing free circulation of air. The fruit for 
storage is put into regular shipping boxes, piled in 
blocks of 560 boxes. Thére is a double row of these

exactly the ventilation that it requires irrespective of 
the other fruit in the house. By this method fifty or 
even 100 cars of fruit can be handled and kept in as 
good condition as if there was only one. Each block — 
being numbered, a complete record of the lemons from 
each of the six sections of the ranch is kept from the 
time it is picked until shipped. The fruit is all washed 
in a lemon-washing machine and is piled up in the 
house wet just as it comes from the machine. The can- 
vas covers are not dropped over it, however, until it 
is thoroughly dried. 

“We hear a great deal of late about sending our lem- 
ons East to be held in cold storage for a favorable mar- 
ket. I must say that I have no faith in that plan, and 
the following are a few reasons why I think it is im- 
practicable: First—The lemon when picked and han- 
died properly should stand shipment to Eastern mar- 
kets without ice, and the ventilated lemon that arrives 
in good condition invariably gives better satisfaction 
than fruit that has been iced. I believe that the keep- 
ing qualities of hundreds of cars of California lemons” 
are injured every year by iceing. In the early summer 
months a few cars of lemons will, perhaps, arrive in bad 
condition, and the order will be sent out: ‘In the future 
ice your cars,’ and the shipper immediately goes to ice- 
ing regardless of whether the fruit to be shipped is ‘ 
hard, good keeping etock or not. If it is bad practice 
to refrigerate fruit in transit; it is certainly not good 
practice to put it in cold storage after it arrives in the 
East. 3 
“Second—To be successful in the lemon business 
means eternal vigilance as to care in handling so as ~ 
not to bruise the fruit. When we, who grow lemons, 
and are so deeply interested in having them handled 
properly, have such difficulty in securing help that 
will handle it carefully, what could we expect when it 
went from under our watchful eye to the cold storage 
plant in the East, there to be stored, sorted over and 
repacked before going to our customers? 

“Third—The expense of storage and repacking, 


freight, etc. 
“Fourth—Why ship them East when they can be bald 
here whenever it is necessary?” 3 .

HOUSEHOLD ARTS AND CRAFTS THAT 
MONG the questions of today which are often 
brought to our notice is that of the wage-earning 


MAY BE PROFITABLY PURSUED.

A woman struggling for a comfortable independence, 

but finding her efforts unavailing by cause of competi- 


tion with her sisters who have the advantage of a home, 


and are earning only that they may be more liberally 
supp:ied with pin money. 

The complaint is well founded that these bring down 
the wages for all, and as there will always be the two 
classes, let us look around and see, if, in the ever- 
changing conditions of the household, there is the dawn- 
ing of a solution of this problem. Unfortunate as the 
effect has been,: we could not blame these women for 
seeking employment outside of them; for a time, such 
were the tastes of the people, there was little premium on 
home industries, and it was their only way of placing 


_ their time and skill in the market. Now, with the in- 


treasing number of arts and crafts taken up in the 
household, with the effect, as we shall see, of elevating 
the homes and educating the workers, will not very 
many women choose sonie of these to bring them in an 
Income? 

In the days of our foremothers many of what might 


‘be called the arts and crafts were necessarily carried on 
\n the household, which, on the advent of machinery, 


tuddenly dropped out of it. The carding, dying, spin- 
ning, weaving, in all their branches, from thé homespun 
to be made by hand into the clothing for the family, fo 
letting their fancy run riot in bedspreads of such hand- 

me designs and colors that we are all proud if we can 
claim one for an heirloom. Then there was the making 


done; many people who wish dainty wardrobes for the 
baby have great difficulty in finding efficient workers. 

As for embroidery, we all know how superior the 
hand-made articles, with their carefully selected colors 
and artistic designs, are to those that are machine made. 

Even the kitchen is invaded by the arts and crafts, 
judging by our best housekeeping journals. Here are 
given directions for making many articles requiring 
skill and constant practice. Under this head will fall 
the delicate jeliies, pickles, cakes, candies, salads, etc. 
Many women find delight and remuneration in this form 
of art, and an outlet for their wares at the Woman's 
Exchange. Many ladies merely for the pleasure and 
satisfaction they take in dainty cookery, become adepts 
in manipulating the chafing dish, or turning out tempt- 
ing viands with the use of a gas stove and a well- 
equipped kitchen cabinet. 

The fleid ,of photography is a new and fascinating 
one for women. I know a brvsy woman who, in addition 
to the care of her family and home work, carries this 
on in such perfection that she has large sales for her 
pictures, and has had them accepted by some of the 
finest illustrated papers in the country.

with knitted stockings, were all the work of the home. 
Social emulation and industrial competition were in 
eague to keep a high standard, for the women who made 
their own bridal outfits and laid up a goodly store of 
bod and clothing for the future were the queens of 
society, and excellency of workmanship was a recom- 
nendation to matrimony. It was a st&te of society more 
tearly solving than any other ever did, the problem of 
tombining the highest cultu:e of the mind with the 
tighest culture of the muscles and physical faculties.” 
How suddenly these things dropped out of the house- 
sold when the age of machinery came in. So suddenly 
that the daughters of these women were not instructed 
n their arts, and the granddaughters regarded the vari-

Machinery revolutionized everyfhing, but within the 
sast few years there has been a reaction; though ma- 
thinery will eontinue to do what it must, there has been 
a revival of arts and crafts for the household. Women 
have learned:to value articles that have individuality, 
and to think they are surer of better workmanship and 
more artistic treatment in a hand-made artitie than is 
possible in wholesale manufacture. Many who have 
homes but some spare time on their hands are glad ‘of 
an opportunity of adding “to their incomes, d enjoy 
some employment which is a change from the routine 
of household drudgery. 

Thus it has come about that many of the arts and 
crafts, in a changed form, it is true, are again finding a 


_place in the household. To begin with, there ie sewing 


by hand, When the sewing machine reached such per- 
fection that its work was a marvel! of beatity, there was 
no longer any need of teaching girls the painstaking 
counting of threads, and the many fancy stitches seen 
In the old samplers, and which were the pride and de- 
light of our grandmothers.

Now any woman who is naturally deft with her finger, 
with some artistic taste and inventive facuity, finds 
basketry not only a delightful occupation, but one that 


Is exceedingly profitay!e. The materia) for these baskets 


is principally raffia and rattan, but in color they are of 
infinite variety. Our basket making has, of course, been 
learned in part from our “red sisters,” with whom that 


, and blanket weaving originated. 


Other arts have been introduced among them, with 
what effect we shall see. I find the following: “Miss 
Sybil Carter has introduced lace making among the In- 
dian women of Minnesota, She now has seven teachers 
in different parts of the State, giving instructions in 
this art, and she finds a ready sale for the work. She 
sold one piece of Venetian lace for $35, and says there 
is a demand for such among her wealthy friends. The 
lace has come to them so beaytifully clean that they 
have never had to launder a single piece. Thijs ambi- 
tion to keep the lace clean, together with the pay they 
receive for it, has practically revolutionized the house- 
keeping of these Indian women. One girl who bad been 
sent East to be educated, expected on her return to find 
the same old smoke-grimed and filthy tepee, which she 
remembered as home. Instead, she found a neat log 
cabineand her moiher sitting in a rocking-chair, work- 
ing at a piece of lace at $10 a yard. Through the intro- 
duction of this home industry, this daughter was forced 
to look up to her mother and learn something she had 
not in the eastern schools.” 

In another Indian home pottery is the art which has 


_wrought the transformation and made a bright, clean 


home. Mrs. Owl is an Indian woman who makes pot- 
tery, pipes and bowls, bakes them in her wide fireplace, 
and so earns at least $50 @ year; not a large sum, but 
it meant “money in the house and hope in the heart.” — 

According to Mrs. Candace Wheeler weaving in the 
home is being revived in many parts of the country quite 
extensively. The reasons for this are, in part, an im- 
proved loom made of steel, which is sold for $70, and 
takes up very little more room in a sitting-room than 
a cabinet organ; and in part it is because the artist 
has gone to the help of women who were working help- 
lessly with crude colors, thinking the more gorgeous 
and varied the material, certainly more beautiful must 
be the result.

Moss on Almonds. 


SUBSCRIBER living at Ben Lomond sends a 
sample of a moss that is overrunning an almond 
orchard. It is the moss that is parasitic upon the 

southern oak, found so abundantly about Santa Barbara. 
Yes, it is detrimental! to the tree and should be removed. 
The almond is not usually grafted to other deciduous 
fruits, but the peach and plum should succeed. The root 
stock used for propagating almond trees is the peach, 
hard-shelled. almond and plum. Budding would suc- 


- ceed well in working over old almond trees, if the stock 


is vigorous and full of sap. -Almond culture should not 
be attempted in coast localities where fungii is abundant, 
nor in localities liable to spring frosts, as the bloom is 
exceedingly tender. More money has been lost than 
made in attempting the cultivation of this fruit in 
Southern Califorute 


California Wheat Goede. 


ITH “dollar wheat” tempting the Eastern farmer 
: to let go his holdings where he is fortunate enough 
to have held, the California farmer is unfortunate in 
having in his possession lees than half as much wheat 
as he held on August 1, 1902.

Heavy Olive Yietd. 
__*P HE Windermere Ranch at La Mirada promises an 


immense yield of olives this season. This ranch, 
owned by Andrew McNally, of Altadena, contains 510 
acres of bearing olive trees, estimated to produce over 
400 tons of fruit the present year. Two years ago 8000 
gallons of oil were made from the products of this or- 
chard. The plant at La Mirada is well equipped for 


- handling the large crops that are grown each year. The 


fruit is gathered from the boughs with small rakes, 
stripping olives and leaves all together. A special 
blower has been invented for cleaning the leaves and 
trash from the fruit. which operates rapidly and effect- 
ively. A press with 300 tons pressure extracts the oil 
and all other necessary machinery ig provided for com- 
pleting the process. With one exception I believe Mr. 
McNally has the largest olive grove in Southern Califor- 
nia. His trees are commercially clean of scale, as is also 
the grove of W. E. Hughes, at Howard Summit. It 
seems that the clive is being established as a profitable 
crop after years of failure. 

Water Development. : 

UT little has been said about the wonderful wells of 

the “Old Azusa” which have been bored and equipped 
with fine pumping outfits during the last year or so. 
Five of these wells yield day and might respectively 25, 
100, 25, 60 and 100 miners’ inches. They average 136 
feet deep and furnish altogether 310 inches without in- 
terfering with each other's underground supplies while 
in operation. These wells, located as they are in the 
lower portions of the valley and drfining a large terri- 
ae of irrigated land surrounding Covina, Azusa and 


-- @lendora, with the storm water falling thereon should 


furnish inexhaustible supplies of water for the lower- 
tying lands. From these wells the water can be sent 
out so promptly that a great vegetable industry may 
spring up in this section. This season 35 acres of cu- 
cumbers have been grown, furnishing pickle timber for 
the city of Los Angeles. The people of the “Old Azusa” 
“have now no fear of a water shortage in the San Ga- 
briel River.

encountered last winter, the measure will again be pre- 
sented to the Legislature this fall. The main reason 
for doubting the accuracy of this statement is the fact 
that the California Legislature does not meet this fall.

THE DAIRY. 
Cottonseed Meal as Dairy Food. 


A T the Pennsylvania station Hunt fed six pounds of 

cottonseed meal a day to cows without apparently 
injuring their health. Professor Henry says five or six 
pounds a day can be fed without injury for a short pe- 
riod, and three or four pounds for a short period. 

One pound of cottonseed meal equais two pounds of 
corn and cob meal, and one and a half pounds of wheat 
bran as a feed for dairy cows. From the above the 
dairyman can easily tell which is the cheapest feed for 
his cows. It is conceded that the use of cottonseed as 
@ ration for dairy cows injures the butter. 

At the Texas station, after experimenting with cot- 
tonseed for dairy cows, it was concluded that this by- 
product materially raised the melting point of - but- 
ter and lowered its volatile fatty acids, and that a light- 
colored butter of inferior quality resulted, which showed 
poor flavor and had the appearance of being overworked. 
Still others claim that if cottonseed meal is fei in rea- 
sondble amounts, it will produce satisfactory butter, 
which is firmer and wil! stand shipment better in warm 
climates than where no cottonseed meal is fed. 

Here at the lowa station, opposi‘e results were ob- 
tained. Prof. Henry says: “The preponderance of evi- 
dence at hand shows, however, that cottonseed meal 
hardens butter, gives it a tallowy consistency, and 
makes it deficient in natural color.” We believe a 
little, mot to exceed two pounds a day, can be fed to 
dairy cows and give good results, but the question must 
be decided by the dairyman as to the cost between it 
and bran.—[Successful Farming. 


_IRRIGATION. 
Water Supply of Southern Californis. 


N exhaustive study of the water supply available for 

domestic use and for irrigation in Southern Califor- 
nia has been begun by the United States Geological 
Survey, under the direction of Mr. Homer Hamlin. All 
available information fegarding wells, discharge of 
streams, rainfall] and other sources of water supply is 
being collected and tabulated. This hydrographic data 
will be placed upon topographic map;, which will then 
show, in addition to the surface contours, the contours 
and slope of the water plane over areas where the water 
supply is of economic intportance. These maps and the 
tables prepared will show the source of the underground 
water and the direction in which it moves. A careful 
series of measurements to determine the velocity of the 
flow of underground water through gravels and sands 
is being carried on at Huron sireet, Los Angeles, at the 
outlet of the San Fernando Valley. Successful meas- 
urements have been made at bedrock one hundred feet 
pelow the surface.

THE FARM. 
Cutting and Feeding Corn. 


O farmer receives the full benefit from his crop un- 

less he feeds both the fodder and grain. The best 
plan is to purchase a corn binder and cut the crop with 
My experience proves that it is cheaper than to 
have it cut by hand. Besides, extra hands are very 
scarce, and not to be depended upon. One man with a 
machine can cut six to eight acres a day, und two men 
can shock it. Corn cut this way and vound in bundles 
is easier handled, whether hauled to a shredder or 
husked by hand. I have a feed cutter and a four-horse 
sweep power, but I found that I can have this work 
done cheaper and better with a combined husker and 
shredder. 

My cattle waste less shredded fodder than they do 
good clover hay. I never plan to fatten my cattle on 
grain, but intend to feed enough to keep them in good 
growing condition, so they will. fatten readily when 
turned on grass. I live three miles from a mill where 
I can have fy corn ground on a corn and cob grinder 
for 7 cents per 100 pounds. This mill will grind about 
30 bushels an hour, therefore I never have to wait very 
long when getting a load of corn ground. This is much 
cheaper for me than to have a mill of my own, for I 
think that to do a good job of grinding, power should

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PRACTICAL HYGIENE. 
By a Slaff Writer. 
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Benefited by a Fast. 
T the request of The Times a Los Angeles man, 
A who recently undertook a fast of three weeks, for 
the benefit of his health, has briefly given his ex- 
perience for publication, as follows. In sending the 


. communication he adds: “The fasting idea, judiciously 


followed, is in my judgment correct, and the great 
solver of the disease problem.” 

“I recall my promise to drop you a line concerning my 
recent twenty-one-day fast. I regret to say I have not 
realized from it all I had hoped. Perhaps I looked for 
too much. I had in mind principally the resumption of 
the normal condition of my eyes, which I have not 
experienced. I did, however, get great benefit ih my 
circulation. Before my fast, for many years past, I 
have been annoyed with cold hands and feet, requiring 
an extraordinary amount of clothing at night to keep 
warm. I am now so warm-blooded that little or no 
bedding is needed. This condition appears to be a 
permanent and a substantial] benefit. 

“Throughout my fast I continued at my regular duties 
—office work—with but little discomfort, only a slight 
weakness. I followed advice which I learn emanated 
from Dr. Dewey, that of drinking no water, as we:] as 
abstaining from food.. On a number of former occa- 
sions I had been hindered from passing the fourth or 
fifth day, when drinking water, during a fast, on ac- 
count of severe aching throughout the system, which I 
missed during my last experience, when water was left 
off. 

“With my vastly improved circulation—I might say 
my perfect circulation—I anticipate a gradual better- 
ment of general health, provided I succeed in controll- 
ing properly the keen appetite I now enjoy.” | 
- The editor of this department is not aware that Dr. 
Dewey recommended abstention from water during a 
fast. Whether he did or not, the editor of this depart- 
ment cannot bring himself to believe that it is neces- 
sary or desifable to give up the using of water while 


fasting, but rather that beneficial results would be has-— 


tened by drinking freely of pure soft water—either dis- 
tilled or spring water. However, in this case the above 
correspondent says that he could not drink water with- 
out inconvenience, except a few sips, and in such cases 
the appetite would probably be the best guide, and a 
person should drink as much or es little as he craves. 


An Early Riser. 


BURBANK man who knows it all—or seems to think 
he does—recently wrote to The Times in’ rezard to 
an idea wiich he had that it is a good thing for people 
suffering from catarrh to cover the upper part of the 
fage, down to the tip of the nose, at night. The editor 
of this desartment, in commenting upon the communi- 
cation, stated that he did not approve of such a prac- 
tice. The Burbank man now comes back with. another 
letter on the subject, in which he reiterates his opinion 
that such a practice is beneficial, and cites the case of 
a friend who, he says, was relieved of catarrh.by adopt- 
ing this plan. He says: “It prevents the face from 
becoming cold and hot by turns, ag a person does when 
now buried in a soft feather pillow, and now turned ex- 
posed to the coo! air.” | 
What is the matter with doing away with the feather 
pillow, without perhaps going so far as the Japanese 
custom, which involves the use of a wooden block as a 


Certainly, it must be apparent to any sensible person 
who has given a little study to hygienic matters that it 
is a bad practice to do anything that tends to “coddle” 
the body, and thus to make it more sensitive to cold. It 
would be far better to bathe the face and head thor- 
oughly once a day with cold salt water, selecting a time 
for this purpose when the sun is shining. 

As to his personal habits, the Burbank individual 
writes as follows: . 

“I suppose you think me a sort of hen granny, all 
boxed and afraid of the elements, stuffing myself with 
stimulating foods and so forth. Quite the contrary. I 
sleep with two doors and two windows open (you would 
not advise me to take the roof off; would you?) never 
drink tea, coffee or alcoholic liquors, eat meat about 
twenty times a year, live on cereals, fruits and vege- 


tables, milk fresh from the cow, use the cream fresh, | 


hardly ever churn butter. As for exercise, I get up at 
1:30 o’clock a.m., go to bed at about 8 o’clock p.m., drive 
about thirty miles, and sell a two-ton load of produce, 
return and gather a load for the following morning. 
Sometimes I gain and other times I lose a little in 
weight. Am 47 years old. Would you advise me to take 
a little more exercise?” 

The correspondent is certainly an early riser. He Is 
also advanced in some other things. For instance, he 
refers in his letter to an article that appeared in The 
Times under date of “Aug. 26.” In regard to his free 
consumption of milk, if he had dipped a little deeper 


into the study of hygiene, he might be aware that some 


experienced students believe that all dairy products are 
strongly contraindicated in the case of catarrh. He does 


not appear to need any more exercise for his body, but 
perhaps a little more mental exercise would not do him 
any harm, to judge from the manner in which he con- 
stantly repeats himself throughout this letter. 

Another subject taken up by this correspondent, to 
which he again refers, is a statement made by him in 
a previous communication to the effect that the great 
plateau between the Rocky Mountains and the Sierra 
Nevada is unsuitable for people who suffer from ca- 
tarrh. He says they suffer from the alkali. Of course, 
where there is alkali, it goes without saying that the 
location is not adapted to people suffering from ca- 
tarrh, nor is the climate of Los Angeles city, where the 
air is filled with desiccated particles of dry consump- 
tive sputum, horse manure and other offensive sub- 
stances. Apart from that, however, the ciimate of the 
section referred to should be eminently suitable for peo- 
ple suffering from catarrh, or kindred ailments. 

Yet another subject touched upon by this corre- 
spondent is a criticism made by the editor of another 
correspondent, who argued that the eating of oranges 
should be condemned, of which the editor did not ap- 
prove. He says that in a case of diabetes he can feel 


the effect of eating oranges in five minutes, as it greatly 
increases the secretion of uric acid, but that in hts case 
it is only the seedling oranges that have this effect, as 
a moderate amount of ripe navel oranges does him no 
harm. It would be interesting to know whether Aus- 
tralian navels have a different effect from Washington 
navels on the supersensitive urinary organs of this cor- 
respondent. 

This Burbank man may continue to put his head in a 
bag, if he so desires. That is his privilege, but he will 
find it difficult to persuade many intelligent people that 
the plan is a good one. : 


Weak Eyes. 


K F. H. sends The Times the following exceedingly 
eéimple and doubtless va:uable suggestion in regard 
to the treatment of weak eyes. Probably sea water 
would be still more efficacious, when used in this 
manner. 

“I should like to take up a little space tn your col- 
umns in order to say something about weak eyes, for 
the benefit of ‘M. E. E.’ of Escondido, and others in this 
section, whose eyes suffer from the effects of too much 
bright sunshine. And perhaps I can present the facts 
most clearly by relating my own experience. 

“For a long time my eyes had been growing weaker 
month by month. Although I had glasses fitted at dif- 
ferent times by two well-known opticians of this city, 
and also got a prescription from a reputable ocuiist, my 
eyes grew steadily worse. I could not go outdoors on 
a clear day without dark glasses. In time I had to 
give up reading altogether, and finally writing, also; so 
that I was unable to pursue my vocation. At last I was 
obliged to remain in a darkened room, and could not 
endure even the subdued light of a lamp in the even- 
ing. Simple remedies, such as hot water (io which 
for a time salt was added,) milk, boracic acid in rose- 
water, etc., were tried, without result. One day a 
physician of the school] called ‘naturopathic’ was called 
in to see a member of the family, and he gave me a 
bit of advice that seemed almost too simple to merit 
serious consideration. However, I tried it, with the re- 
sult that three days later the inflammation in my eyes 
was entirely subdued, and I was able to read a little 
and to write a long letter. By confinuing the treat- 
ment, and exercising due care not to overtax the eyes 
for a month or so, the trouble was completely overcome, 
and today I have no need even of spectacles. 

“This is the physician's advice, which I will give as 
nearly as I can in his own words: Have a tub of water 
setting outdoors over night, where it will get cold. In 
the morning go out and dash the water into your face 
'and eyes, and don’t neglect to bathe the back of your 
neck. Open your eyes and let the water get into them 
as much as it will. It will make them smart a little at 
first, but that will be good for them. Have the tub in 


‘la shaded place, and during the day, if your eyes feel 


tired from close application, give them another cold 
bath. Relief will be instantaneous. But do not use the 
cold water in the evening. Fill the tub with fresh water 
every evening, if it is convenient. Persist in this prac- 
tice, and you will have strong, clear eyes. 

“Since that time it has occurred to me that most 
mountaineers whom I have met had very clear, bright 
eyes. And it is a significant fact that most of them 
were in the habit of performing their morning ablu- 
tions in water dipped from a cold creek or spring.”

Take an injection of tepid—not hot—water, about 
every third day, so as to give the bowels a chance to 
move in the meantime, and add to the water a litfle. 
soap, or olive oil. . 

In case all these means fai] to produce any improve- 
ment, it may safely be suspected that there is some me- 
chanical obstruction, perhaps in the shape of a back- 
ward pressure of the womb upon the lower bowel, an 
ailment from which a great many women suffer. It is 
the cause of obstinate constipation, and no relief may 
be expected until this condition is improved. If the 
correspondent suspects that such may be the case, it 
would be well for her to see her family physician or a 
woman physician. In case there is misplacement, oste- 
opathic treatmént will be found beneficial.

The correspondent is entirely mistaken in stating that 
the drinking of milk without limitation has been rec- 
ommended in this department. On the contrary, it has 
frequently been pointed out that milk is at the best a 
dubious sort of food for grown people. It is an infants’ 
food, and if takén by those who have passei the age 
of the nipple, should be used, as far as possible, under 
similar conditions, namely, diluting it with about a 
third water, to bring it nearer to the consistency of 
woman's milk, sipping it very slowly, and taking no 
other food whatever. To “drink” milk is to invite stom- 
ach troubles. It is not a drink, but a food. To con- 
sume milk at the same time as meat is altogether un- 
hygienic, and is especially forbidden in the excel‘ent 
hygienic laws laid down by Moses. Again, milk is a 
questionable kind of a food because it so readily a5- 
sorbs any impurity, even supposing it to have been taken 
from a perfectly healthy cow.

HE TIMES, in this department nas, among other 

things, been endeavoring to educate the public in re- 
gard to the great virtues of pure olive oil, fdr internal 
and external use.

To combat 
this idea, I determined upon e vigorous course, and ac-

petitors. 

“I believe that the caterer of the Santa Fe system is 
perhaps to some extent justified in thinking that the 
California article is inferior, as while there are today 
several brands of fine olive oi] made in this State. there 
are on the other hand some, one bottle of which would 
forever condemn California olive oil in the mind of who- 
ever tastes it, and I think it quite possible he has been 
‘up against’ this kind. I would suggest that there are 
good and bad in all classes of goods, and that it is un- 
fair to condemn al] because some are not good. 

“Our crops have been large of late years, and many 
people with no knowledge of the business have made 
olive oil, generally with the idea that purity is all that 
is necessary, and there is where the great mistake is 
made, for by long years of experience we have found 
that purity is only the first of many requirements nec- 
essary to the making of first-class olive oil.

The 
association to which I belong (international, founded 
by a group of English bodies interested in housewifery 
and pure food and fruit culture) will be giad to reader 
any service at our rooms here for any propaganda you 
may wish to make. An editor is a teacher, and should 
be a prophet, too, and no caiise better combines good 


‘thought and good actions than this you have suggested.” 


Meanwhile, The Times would again urge upon the 


olive growers and manufacturers the great~importance 
of forming a strong organization, for the three-fold pur- 


pose of improving the quality of California oll, of com- 
bating the sale of spurious compounds under the tame 
of olive oil, and of educating the public in regard to the 
great hygienic value of pure olive oil and ripe olives.

Last Friday was the annual celebra- 


tion in honor of Cuauhtemoc, the last 
Aztec emperor, whose noble statue 


and bunting and the gliorieta or little 
park surrounding the statue was con- 
verted into a garden of living flowers. 
Hundreds of people were there to take 
part in the commemorative exercises 
organized by the Governor of the Fed- 
eral District. The historica] incdent 
thus celebrated implies a dark stigma 
on the name of Spain. After the Span- 
lards had captured this city, on August 
13, 1521, they retired to Coyoacan, 
where they held a bacchanal, which 
was so disorderly as to call forth the 
rebuke of pious Father Olmendo, who 
the following Sunday preached a ser- 
mon directly at Cortez and his riotous 
companicns. The «isorderly scenes 
somewhat relaxed the bonds of dis- 
cipline, and as the rumor ran that 
Cortez and Cuauhtemoc had conspired 
to conceal the royal treasure of the 
Aztec monarchs, Julian de Alderete 
Treasurer of the Crown, a brave but 
unscrupluous man, told Cortez what the 
soldiers were saying. Cortez, tnfuriat- 
ed, threatened to cut out the tongue of 
any man who should hint that he was 
trying to defraud the Crown of its 
Share of the treasure, but Alderete 
boldly replied: “You may cut out the 
tongue of your soldiers, but not of the 
King’s Treasurer.’ The treasurer then 
suggested that Cuauhtemoc be put to 
the iorture to compel him to reveal 
the hiding place of the treasure, but 
Cortez, at first, with some show of gal- 
lantry toward his noble prisoner, re- 
fused. He finally consented. 

Alderete, assisted by Master John 
the physician, Murcia the apothecary, 
Lierna the r, put under torture 
the captured emperor and his cousin 
the King of Tiacopan. The two noble 
Aztecs were bound and their feet 
smeared with oil were slowly roasted 
over brasiers. The king ot Tacuba 
moaned under the pain and was re- 
proved by Cuauhtemoc, who asked him 
whether he tho t he himself was on 
a bed of roses. is revived the spirit 
of the Tlacpan, but he finally died un- 
der the torture.

Pachuca which is the capital of the 
State of Hidalgo, has nearly 50,000 in- 
habitants and the Methodists began 
their work there in 1873, under the di- 
rectorship of the late Rev. Dr. Wm. 
Butler, the missionary hero 
ptuates the Methodist banner first in 
ndia and then in Mexico. Dr. Butler 
secured a good site in the heart of 
that rough and ready mining town 
and in his time not a passed with-

He says that in 1854 and 1856 yellow 
fever committed ravages in Cuzco. at 
an elevation of 11,378 feet above sea- 
level, and also in other places in the 
Andes at the height of 14,000 feet. The 
singular occurrence of this disease at 
the high elevations in the Andes men- 
tioned, appears to be due to the fact 
that whilst in those regions as it hap- 
pens in San Luis Potosi, the night and 
morning are somewhat cold, intense 
heat prevails in the afternoon. Dr. Jo- 
seph Jones’s article on Yellow Fever in 
“Quain‘’s Dictionary of Medicine,”’ page 
1798, ves further light on this sub- 
ject. Soe as a rule, in Mexico, yellow 
fever does not attack towns in thie 
country above 4000 to 5000 feet above 
sea level, and the elevation of San 
Lafis Potosi is 6300 feet, so the chances 
are that the disease will not reach 
that place.

It will prob- 
ably include the great Indian basketry 
collection of Col. John Daggett of San 
Francisco. 

A grand display of olives and olive 
oll is in preparation. fish and 
game exhibit will be largely made up 
from this part of the State, and every 
specimen contributed to it is shipped 
to Avalon, to be prepared by C. B. 
Parker. The sardine industry of this 
Coast, rivaling that of France, will be 
especially illustrated among the com- 
mercial exhibits. | 

Thirty commercial and manufactur- 
ing firms of Los Angeles have signified 
their intention of installing exhibits of 
their wares, as a sample of the indus- 
trial development of this city. Among 
these displays will be one of automo- 
biles of local manufacture, and the 
hugest organ in the world, made here 
for the Kansas City convention hall. 

The Imperial Land Company of Riv- 
erside intends to cover four acres of 
ground outside of the buildings at the 
fair with an irrigation exhibit, show- 
ing just how the potent water is bred 
to the fertile soll in the land where 
the omnipotent sun sheds a continuous 
benediction on fruition. 

Riverside county also will Illustrate 
the manner of irrigation as applied to 
citrus groves. 

A great mineral display is being 
gathered in this section of the State 
and an educational exhibit of no mean 
proportions is in preparation. 

Southern California's famous walnut 
elephant, whose original stands in the 
Chamber of Commerce, will herald the 
prowess of our walnut growers, along 
with walnuts displaved in manv différ- 
ent ways. One of the svecial Lo« An- 
geles county features will be its honey 
exhibit. of which 700 pounds has al- 
ready been gathered. And the familiar 
ostrich farm of Mr. Cawston will still 
further spread the fame of the south- 
land with a full display of mlumage at 
the fair.

THREE FIRES 
ALL AT ONCE. 


Seven Buildings Destroyed in 
Chinatown’s Heart. 


Eaten by the Fiames. _ 


Bvery Engine in the City Wes 
Called Into Service —China- 
man Injured. 


Chinatown was visited yesterday 
afternoon by the most serious fire 
that has ocurred there since the blaze 
eighteen months ago which wiped out 
the Masonic Temple, clubhouse and 
a score of shops on Apablasa street 
and resulted in the death of a Chi- 
nese man and boy. The fire yester- 
day originated in a shack on Juan 
street between Marchessault snd Ap- 
ablasa in which Ng Gong Hing con- 
ducted a Chinese pawn-shop and next 
to which was the general merchandise 
store of Fook Hing. The origin of 
the fire is not known, but the Chi- 
nese believe that it was started by an 
incendiary. In the same v00m in 
which it was first discovered, 
a Chinaman was. almost fatally 


burned two weeks ago. 

When the fire was discovered the 
engine companies in that district were 
at work on the big blaze at the Lacy 
plant on Railroad street, and before 
the more distant companies could 
reach the scene In response to two 
alarms the fire had through 
the row of frail shacks and was be- 
yond control. The fire spread to a 
two-story brick building owned and 
‘occupied by Mee Woo Chung, a gen- 
eral merchandise and curio dealer, the 
second floor of the building being oc- 
cupted by an exclusive Chinese club 
which owned some expensive furni- 
ture. The interior of this building 
and most of its contents were ruined 
by fire and water. The store of Suey 
Fat at the corner of Apablasa street 
wa praertically ruined with most of 
its contents: In the rear of the build- 
ings which fronted on Juan street 
were & number of sheds, sleeping 
quarters and stables. These shed 
g0od food for the flames and were 
burned to the ground. 

Fook Hing had a narrow escape from 
death. When the fire was discovered 
he ran out of his place, leaving, he 
said, $1400 secreted in the shop. He 
ran back to get his money, but the 
flames were so hot that it was impos- 
sible for him to reach the hiding place, 
and he was severely burned about the 
head. He refused to be treated by the 
Police Surgeon, but applied Chinese 
remedies to the burns. 

Police’ Captain Auble also had .a 
narrow ‘from serious 
had en ‘one of the burning buiid- 
ings for the purpose of driving out the 
Chinese who remained there, despite 
the danger. He did not notice that the 
second story of the building was burn- 
ing. One of the firemen ran in and 
warned him of. his danger. and he 
stepped into the street. The next in- 
stant, before he had crossed the porch 
the roof of the bullding fell in, cover- 
ing the spot on which he had been 
standing with heavy burning timbers. 

The total loss will amount to between 
$4000 and $5000. Seven buildings were 
destroyed. The heaviest loser is Mee 
Woo Ching, who valued his property 
at $2500. He carried $1500 insurance. 
The other places were not insured. The 
buildings were on the land owned by 
the Sepuveda estate, but the Chinese 
owned the bulldings. In one respect 
the fire was a blessing. It will -be im- 
possible replace the shacks, and if 
any buildings are nplaced there they 


TOO FAR FROM HYDRANT. 

While the fire in Chinatown was at 
its height and while every fire company 
in the city except two were engaged 
in fighting either that fire or the one 
on North Main street, two alarms 
sounded from box 173 at Ninth and 
Santa Clara streets. 

The No. 7 engine company was in its 

rs at Twenty-fourth street and 
Maple avenue and the No. 4 hose com- 
pany was at Jefferson and McClintock, 
four miles away. These two companies 
were sent to the fire, but by the time 
they arrived there their services were 
of no avail, for two residences had 
n completely destroyed. Even had 
they been in the next block to the fire 
they could have done nothing, for the 
fire was 2600 feet from the nearest fire 
hydrant, and the two companies had 
only 2000 feet of hose. 

The fire originated in the residence 
of Robert McIver, No. Alamo 
street, and was caused by the explosion 
of a gasoline stove. That dwelling 
burned to the ground, causing a loss 
of $1600 on the building and $400 on the 
contents. The flames communicated to 
a vacant house next door, the property 


stroyed, the loss being about $750,*with

Never before in the history of the 
fire department was there such a con- 
dition as obtained for two hours yes- 


terday afternoon. The two alarms at 
the Lacy plant called out six engines;

These engines were accompanied 
to the several fires by all the trucks, 
chemical engines and hose wagons in 
the city, and for a time every fire com- 
pany in the city was out fighting 
separate fires.

Ten Thousand Dollars Damage Done 

by Defective Asphaltum Kettle. 

Building Owned by the Lacy Manu- 

facturing Company—Prompt Restor- 
ation, 


A defective asphaltum kettle in the 
roofing factory of the Pioneer Roll Pa- 
per Company, at No. 1006 North Main 
Street, caused a $10,000 fire yesterday 
afternoon shortly after 4 o'clock. The 
building in which the fire started was 
owned by the Lacy Manufacturing 
Company, which adjoins the roofing 
factory on the east, and the fire rapidly 
spread to the boiler department of the 
manufactory, gutting it and consuming 
a large air compressor and electric 
motor valued at $2000. The loss to the 
Lacy Manufacturing Company was es- 
timated by Will Lacy, the president, 
at a little over $5000, entirely covered 
by insurance. W. G. Hunt, superin- 
tendent of the Pioneer Roll Paper 
Company, states that their loss is in 
the neighborhood of $5000, made up in 
the destruction of stock on hand and 
machinery. This is partially covered by 
$3500 insurance. 

Situated in the east end of the roofing 
factory, which was sixty feet wide and 
220 feet long, were two asphaltum ket- 
tles, one holding five tons and the other 
two tons of asphaltum which is melted 
and used in the manufacture of the 
ready-rock and marble-face roofing. 
The heating of these kettles was done 
by wood, and it is thought that a de- 
fect tn one of the kettles caused the 
contents to catch on fire. Within three 
feet of the west wall of the boiler 
room of the Lacy company the flames 
jumped through five windows of that 
wall and it was but a short time until 
the roof fell in. It was one of the hot- 
test fires, while it lasted, ever seen in 
Los Angeles, and it was only the 
prompt and efficient service of the fire 
department which saved the main 
building of the Lacy factory. This 
building is 300 feet long and sixty feet 
wide and contained much valuable ma- 
chinery, but only a part of the western 
end was burned off. 

The destruction of the roofing plant 
comes especially hard to the Pioneer 
people at this time, as they are under 
contract to furnish the Southern Pa- 
cific Company with thirty-five cars of 
roofing at Ogden and only ten of them 
have been shipped. W. G. Hunt had 
just purchased a ticket to San Fran- 
Cisco and expected to leave on last 
night's Owl. “Now,” he said, “I do not 
know when I will get dway. I will be

It will not be 
located here, however, and I expect to 
build on a much larger scale.”

HER MILK MAN. 


Great Sores Break Oul on 
Uniucky Weman’s Face.

Mr. and Mrs. IL. N. Richards re- 
turned to the city yesterday from Long 
Beach, where they have been spend- 
ing the summer, in order to Secure med- 
ical attention for Mrs. Richards, who 
is suffering from a serious case of 
alleged formaldehyde poisoning. 

When Mrs. Richards began to feel 
the effects of the drug sh® said to the 
milk man who served her. 

“I’m not feeling at all well, and I 
believe it is the milk.” 

The man replied, “If I were you, 
I wouldn't use the milk if I though 
it didn’t agree with me.” : 

Although Mrs. Richards still had a 
supply of tickets, the man never 
called at her door again. 

The entire right side of Mrs. Rich- 
ard’s face is broken out in an im- 
mense sore, beginning at the tip of 
the chin and involving the ear. A 
very large sore also involves the left 
ear and upper part of that side of her 


face. She was uncertain as to the 
character of the trouble until she 
came home, but she has. n 


by her physician that it is formal- 
dehyde poisoning and that she nar- 
rowly escaped with her life. 

At the drug store in Long Beach 
Mr. Richards was told: “We sell 
enough of formaldehyde here to em- 
balm every man, woman and child in 
Long Beach.” 

Mr. Richards returned to Long 
Beach yesterday afternoon to take the 
matter up with the authorities, it be- 
ine his intention to see that whoever 
is responsible for the poisoning of his 
wife shall be made to suffer for it, 
in the hope that other visitors to the 
beach city may be spared the afflic- 
tion that has befallen her. His health 
wag also affected from the Same cause. 
but owing to the fact that he uses 
very little milk he escaped the serious 
effects mat fell to the lot of Mrs. 
Richards. 

“IT have suffered the very torments,” 
said Mrs. Richards yesterday. “I have 
been told by my physician that if I 
scratch it, it will spread all over my 
body, and as a consequence [I now 
sleep in handcuffse—that is, I have 
my hands tied to. prevent bringing 
worse punishment upon myself, than 
I already suffer. 

“The effects of the poison first be- 
gin to show in a sore mouth, and 
the tongue coated almost black, and 
the first evidence of blood-polson ap- 
peared as a slight crack on the ear 
from which sticky substance oozed. 

“There are many people about Long 
Beach affected to some extent In the 
same way as I am, but they do not 
know what the trouble Is. There have 


water-poisoning, but the last place 
anybody seemed to look was In the 
direction of the milk can. 

“Mrs. Tolley of Los Angeles and her 
little boy, who have sper+ the gsum- 
mer at Long Beach and got milk from 
the same dairy as I did. also show 
signs of poisoning. Mrs. Tolley had a 
sore mouth, and a few days ago her 
little bov ate some bread-and-milk and 
went out into the park and was sud- 
denly taken sick and vomited up ev- 
ervthing he had eaten. 

“Mrs. Denholm, who also got her 
milk from the same creamery, was 
affected in the same way, but not so 
seriously as myself. She used the 
bottled milk while I bought from the 
can. 

“One lady customer of another 
dairy, having discovered. a “ropiness” 
about the milk that stood all night, 
questioned the boy who delivered it. 
He neither denied or affirmed what 
she suggested, but answered her by 
advising her to take bottled milk, 
adding: ‘I think you will find that 
better.’ My punishment for them 
would be to compel them to Jrink 
their own milk. The itching and 
pricking sensations are something ter- 
rible to bear, and it requires al! the 
courage I can summon to keep from 
scratching my face.” 

__ Mr. Richards presented the case to 
Dr. Brown, the city physician of 

Long Beach yesterday. and he prom- 

ised to take it up vigorously.

their interests and sacrificed; 
principles until forbearance has 
ounaall to be a virtue. 


PREPARED FOR WAR. 

This last demand is so palpably un- 
just and made at a time when it seemed 
that a refusal meant ruin, that the 
contractors feel that the limit has been 
reached. They have not only refused 
to comply, but declare it to be their 
purpose to advertise throughout the 
East for plasterers, and will persiat 
until success crowns thelr efforts. To 
this end a liberal fund Aas been raised 
and the work to be done upon bulld- 
ings now in course of construction will 
be at the hands of men wielding non- 
union trowels. 

Preparatory to this most unreason- 
able demand made by the journeymen 
plascerers, the union «cot in its fine 
work by flooding the East with cireu- 
lars. In these circulars it was set forth 
that this section Was overrun with 
plasterers and possible emigrants were 
warned to steer clear of Southern Cali- 
fornia.. The fact is, that every con- 
tractor is running short-handed and at 
least fifty additional men could find 
work. The evident purpose of this 
move was to forestall any effort on the 
part of contractors to secure help from 
abroad. In fact, following the usual 
“gnion’”’ method, every effort has been 
made to foree contractors into a cor- 
ner, where compliance with all de- 
mends would be the only wav out. 

But contractors declare that they 
will remain firm and settle the ques- 
tion of building “hold-ups” for all fu- 


ture time. But to succeed owners must , 


needs coiperate. While it is true that 
general contractors are protected by 
a strike clause the fact that the strik- 
ers are sub-contract employés nullifies 
that clause and forces the situation. 
The plastering sub-contractors 


cede to the strikers’ demands or throw 
up their contracts. In this latter event 
the general contractor would be forced 
to step in and complete the contract at 
the wages set by the union. 

LET OWNERS HELP OUT. 

If owners of buildings will codperate 
by granting the general contractor an 
extension of time the sub-contractor 
will be accorded the same courtesy and 


thus be enabled to stand out against 


this last “hold-up” until men can be 
brought from the East. This phase 
of the situation is thoroughly under- 
stood by the strikers, and was fully 
diseussed Friday evening. It was then 
decided that they could afford to bank 
on the owners refusing the needed ex- 
tension of time, and so be able te 
cinch the helpless contractors. Fool 
‘em! Fool ‘em!

GET RIGHT OF WAY. 


MANUFACTURERS IMPROVE ON THE 
“PENCIL SLINGERS.” 


— — 


Original Complaint that Small 

Did Not Deliver Adequate Shock 
Recognized—New Automatic Twenty- 
two Caliber for Lovers of Toy Rifle.

Lovers of the rifle will recall without 
any special effort the long ‘‘smail-bore 
war” that was relentlessly waged a 
few years ago by the admirers of the 
30-caliber and small smokeless rifles 
against the “old timers” who clung 
with grim determination to their 45-70 
and 40-60 smoke and lead wagons that 
had done such good work in the past. 

At that time the small-bore cranks 
had it pretty much all their own way 
and for three or four years the only 
game rifle that was worth offering to 
a prospective buyer was a 30-30, 25-35 
or something in that line. But there 
has come a change and the ammuni- 
tion makers themselves are the first 
to admit that the prime “kick” regis- 
tered against the “pencil siingers” by 
the .black-powder aevotees--that they 
did not deliver jhe shock necessary to 
stop big game as did the old 45's with 
their 3:0-grain bullets—had foundation 
in fact. And this admission comes in 
the form of new rifles of 33 caliber, 35 
caliber and even 38, which are being 
put out by all the manufacturers upon 
a high-pressure okeles 
basis. 

The best of the 30 calibers had a 
trick of not mushrooming the bullet 
at times, no matter how much lead 
was exposed at the nose, and many 
a shooter has seen the time when a 
dentist's saw was employed to cut 


wwe 


a cross in the bullet tip in order to‘ 


force the lead to upset over the metal 
jacket. Without opening, every shooter 


knows the 80-caliber bullet of usually 


175 grains or less is anything but ef- 
fective; that even a deer may be bored 
through with it repeatedly and still 
wet away to die and Waste in some 
remote place. 

The new game rifles of the calibers 
that were popular in days gone by, 
such as the new high-powered 38, 
burning about forty-eight grains of 
special military smokeless powder are 
not open to the same complaint as 
their smaller predecessors on the kill- 
ing score, for they are by far the 
most murderous tools yet invented for 
sportsmen’s use. Many of the African 
big-game hunters who have tried the 
pencil slingers, and condemned them 
as a failure on elephant, African buf- 
fald, rhinoceros or the other huge 
animals there found, have repeatedly 
petitioned the arms makers to design 
something on the same line only of 
larger caliber and proportional poset, 
and it is partly in deference to their 
wishes that the newer guns have 
their appearance. Shooting them is 
not an unmitigated pleasure, for the 
heavy charge of smokeless powder, 
enough for a 10-gauge \shotgun load, 
when delivered through an aperture the 
size of a man’s little finger ts bound 


to produce an enormous recoil. . No

The 
arm fires as fast as the trigger can be 
pulled, but, unlike some similar ma- 
chine guns, does nuot discharge in a 
series if the trigger be simply held 
back. It must be pulled each time. 

The arm is not perfect, as yet, but 
seems as accurate as any rifle, is easy 
to load and apparently quité simple in 
its construction. The price is out of 
reason and the affair bids fair to make 
the ammunition business very good, 
but its neat appearance and decided 
effectiveness will make it quite “the 
gun” for squirrel and small game, as 
well as for wing shooting. 

Guns are made altogether too mur- 
derous for the remnant of game that 
is yet left in our country to tell the 
tale of what it once was. If all sports- 
men would return to the single-shot 
rifles of our forefathers, there would be 
more deer, and better sport in ten 
years than now. The Germans cling 
to their old single-shot rifles because 
their game supply will not stand any- 
thing more deadly, but they cannot 
squirt lead fast enough for the average 
American, more’s the pity. 


GOOD TALENT WEST.

“Neither the faculties nor the stu- 
demt bodies show the spirit yet that 
makes a player think that he is play- 
ing for his school; he now plays for 
the love of the game alone. Men do 
not get out as they should, it being 
hard work to keep a second team dur- 
ing the whole season. Nearly every 
year re must be from four to seven 
new men developed for the team, from 
forty to fifty men being all that show 
up on the fleld the first of the season, 
and if they do not make the team in a 
couple of weeks they probably never 
show up again, and at the end of the 
season there are only about twenty of 
the faithful left. 

“Lack of spirit is not the student's 
faurit; it is probably the way tn which 
they were raised. In the West there is 
much opposition to the game as now 
played. In the State Legislatures of 
three States bills were introduced to 
do away with the game, and on tak- 
ing a vote they were defeated by small 
majorities.” 

_ FOOTBALL ACCIDENTS. 

PROF. DEXTDR’'S RESEARCH. 

The “Inyestigation of Accidents in 
College Football,” by Prof. Edwin G. 
Dexter of the University of IMlinois, 
summarized in the 1903 football guide, 
is worth the consideration of parents 
who feel inclined to exact from their 
bays about to go away to college a 
promise not to play football. It might 
also be profitably read by those who, 
having no personal interest, are op- 
posed to the game on general princi- 
ples. 

From statistics obtained from sixty 
different colleges and universities, ex- 
tending over a period from 1893 to 1902, 
inclusive, Prof. Dexter states that 
while in this period 22,766 students 


| played in the game, but 654 were in- 


jured sufficiently to interfere with their 
college duties, but 8 of these being in- 
jured pérmanently, and only 3 killed. 
Less than 3 per cent. were tnjured so 
as to keep them from work. From ac- 
cident-ingurance statements and news- 
paper tables Prof. Dexter finds that 
t number injured in other forms of 
8 riding, swimming and even base- 
ball, is larger than those hurt In foot- 
ball. 


Too much emphasis is lald on the 
men who are injured in the season. 
Like everything else, this should be 
locged at in the light of proportion.

TENNIS SEASON 
A BACKSLIDER. 


Lack of Enthusiasm Due to 
| Several Causes. 


Tips from the Experts Shou'd Be 
Worth Heeding. 


| Pasadena Tourney, Los Angeles 


Courts, and Longer Season 
cAmong Needs. 


The tennis season, which is now 
drawing to a close, does not sum up 
as well as seasons in the past, and 
many of the local lovers of the game 
are looking for the cause. The new 
talent brought out was 
tirely of the juvenile class. oo ma 
of the “old-timers” were indisposed 
and there was not the enthusiasm on 
the part of those lovers who attend 
the game, but do not play. 

Said J._R. Britton of Pasadena, one 
of those persistent, genuine lovers: of 
the game, who will always strain a 
point to attend a tourndment: “It is 
to be regretted that in Southern Cali- 
fornia, where the climatic conditions 
are so favorable, thé tennis season 
should be limited to a few weeks in 
the heat of the summer, and this, I 
believe, is one of the principal reasons 
why the game is backsliding in this 
neighborhood.” 

Along the same line of thought, Al- 
fonso Bell complains: ‘“‘Pasadena has 
turned out more good men at the game 
than any other city in the south, and 
yet she has never given a tournament 
of any kind. Each year it is prom- 
ised that an all-comers meet will ap- 
pear on the programme of the Crown 
City, but as yet the invitation has 
failed to materialize. The conditions 
are ideal for a midwinter meet there, 
and such an affair would do wonders 
for the game.” 

“We need a set of high-class courts 
in Los Angeles,” said A. C. Way, per- 
haps the most reliable sportsman to be 
found crossing the white lines. “It is 
an old hope of ours, and so far has 
amounted to little more than talk. 
The project needs a few good, kind- 
hearted moneyed men, who will come 
forward and float the scheme on long- 

A large union club would 
than self-supporting, and 
would make Los Angeles the tennis 
center of the West.” 

These are some wise tips which 
should be followed by the tennis body 
of Southern California toward the at- 
tainment of better results another 
year. The Southern California Lawn 
Tennis Association at one time was a 
very much alive institution. That was 
in the good old days of Bob Carter 
and then Bobby Rowan, the latter 
having handled one of the most suc- 
cessful meets ever held by the organi- 
zation. But the association is now 
more a name than anything else, for 
all the clubs of membership which 
used to be throughout the southern 
counties, at Riverside, Redlands. Iasa- 
dena, etc.. have died a natural death 
and the Boyle Heights Club of this 
city is about the only S.C.L.T.A. mem- 
ber still alive and kicking. 

e management of the anhual 
championship event held at Santa Mon- 
ica this year was very unfortunate ‘fn 
not being able to ret any of the crack- 
ajacks of the north to attend the tour- 
nament, notwithstanding the fact that 
expenses and transportation was of- 
fered some of them. No stone was left 
unturned by the management to make 
the meet a large one, and the fact that 
it was unusually small appears to have 


] been more because of lack of interest 


than anything else. The introduction 
of the juvenile event proved very suc- 
cessful and will probably become an 
annual gection of the tennis meet. 

Santa Barbara struck the best pace 
of the season in racket events and the 
establishment of her annua! fete week 
of sports bids fair to overshadow some 
of the championship meets which take 
place at near-by beach towns if the 
competition is not met. The only big 
sensation of the season took place on 
the Potter courts at Santa Barbara 
when Alf Bell defeated the supposed- 
to-be invincible Lewis Freeman. In 
justice to the latter's ability as a tennis 
player, it is fair io state that his con- 
dition was not what it generally is, as 
he had taken a sea voyage, which left 
him a little pale about the gills and 
several pounds lighter for the two days’ 
torture. The true ability of that racket 
wielder will never be known until he 
goes East to play with foreigners and 
cream of the Union who battle for the 
championship of the United States. 

The Sutton sisters stood in a class by 
themselves this year, as they have done 
for several years past, and membership 
in that class, when referred to stocky 
little May Sutton, is about as hard to 
attain as the Presidential chair by a 
Democrat. Miss Violet Sutton furnished 
the most interesting romance for ten- 
nis social circles in a five-day affair ce 
coeur, which resulted in her engage 
ment to Herold Doeg of Santa Barbara. 
Without the Sutton sisters tennis in 
Southern California would be as a 
bachelor without hopes.

UNDRED DEER KILLED 
HERE THIS SEASON. 
CONSERVATIVE SPORTSMEN MAKE 
_ THAT ESTIMATE. 


San Diego County Proved Disappoint- 
ment—Other Southern California 


Counties Yielded Good Scores—Parties 
to Leave on Extended Hunting Trips. 


Conservative estimates by leading 
sportsmen -who are in a position to 
know place the number of deer killed 
in Los Angeles county this season at 
100, 

Without difficulty forty fine bucks 
can be accounted for at the hands of 
local sportsmen, and more than as 
many more have escaped notice. Many 
have been laid low by the ranchers 
and most of the hill country’ contin- 
gent when they get a nice buck do not 
break their necks spreading the intel- 
ligence thereof, as the turnout of 
shooters is usually quite large enough 
without any such stimulus. 

General satisfaction has been ex- 
pressed by the hunters at the splendid 
condition of the animals. Feed has 
been plentiful and there has been no 
scarcity of water. The bucks have 
kept quite high in the mountains thus 
far, but from now on it is to be ex- 
pected that they will move down the 
slopes. - 

The Coast Range, particularly that 


section just west of Santa Monica, has - 


this season fully maintained its excel- 
lent past reputation as an  easily- 
reached and pro@§uctive game section. 
Beach sportsmen in most.cases have 
taken no longer trips than were neces- 
sary to reach some of the secluded 
fastnesses on the Malibu, and few 
have been disappointed. Joe Tegel and 
the @weeney boys of Santa Monica, 
who afte well acquainted with the 
mountainous country west of that 
beach resort, have accounted for five 
fine bucks and the hides of two of 
them are nailed up on the Recreation 
Gun Club's barn, Tegel having until re- 
cently been the kbeper of that institu- 
tion. Henry Keller and J. H. Payne 
brought in two heavy animals from the 
same territory; William Martin of 
Santa Monica got another. C. E. Gillon 
and his party scored two, as did Dep- 
uty Fish Commissioner H. I. Pritch- 
ard. Frank Slert and Archie Johnson

Campbell got 
seventeen surf, a pair of yellowfins 
and a bass. His biggest surf was a 
three pounder. Several weighed over 
a pound apiece. The rest were good 
surf, with a few nippers. Botiller got 
seventeen fair-sized fish also, and an- 
other gentieman fishing with them 
did nearly as well. The fish bit all 
day, and Campbell states they ap- 
peared to be more vigorous by far 
than the fall-run surf usually are. 

This being the season when the 
year's best sport may be expected 
with yellowtail and other big-game 
fish outside, an unusual number of 
trolling parties have arranged for 
trips today. Not a boat could be en- 
gaged at Terniinal or San Pedro dur- 
ing the middle of the week: all had 
already been spoken for by parties 
who believe in the good old sporting 
adage of “come early and avoid the 
rush.” In the kelp outside White's 
Point a number of bass have 
taken, and those who have trolled 
through the water adjacent to Por- 
tuguese Bend and Point Vincent have 
not failed to secure all the large fish 
they cared to catch. Most of the par- 
ties have been handline propositions, 
but a few have gone at the game 
right, with rod and reel. In ease the 
yellowtail should fail to lay hold in 
the kelp, and the bass 
should refuse to wallop the jigs—an 
accusation that is hard to believe 
against these gentry of the huge 
mouths and insatiate appetites— 
plenty of barracuda may be taken in 
the channel and they are by no means 
to be despised on a light rod. 

The croaker picnic that has been 
dished up to lovers of the inside fish- 
ing has been comparatively slow 
since Sunday. <A party composed of 
W. McFee, Fiotterbeck 
another put in all of Thursday in the 
bay, but had little luck.

Port Los Angeles has yielded plenty 
of bass, halibut, pompano and occa- 
sional yellowfins, sea trout or other 
nice fry, and will be patronized by 
quite a party today. Thus far the 
pompano run has not been up to the 
usual grade, but plenty of nice catches 
have been made by those who care for 
the pumpkin-seed game and go at 
in the spirit. 

The Pedro breakwater has been 
highly satisfactory to all who have 
tried it on a reasonably quiet day, but 
some of the rod-and-reel fraternity 
who struck the place in a gale report 
it is anything but enjoyable on such 
occasions, and that the fish absolutely 
refuse to bite. 
: Plenty of clam bait has been on hand 
and there is likely to be no scarcity 
of it for today’s fishing.

Freeze ‘em, which to meat is as for- 
malin to milk, is lurking in the dark 
corners of butcher's -shops, 
and tamale wagons just now, for 
Meat Inspector Hughes there is the 
task of finding it. It's a game of hide 
and seek, with the finding harder than 
the seeking. 

- Ther@ are pending in the Police 
Court now over a dozen cases against 
butchers who used freeze ‘em to pre- 
serve their meat. All of these will 
come up Monday for trial and. there 
promises to be something of*a contest 
between the Health Office and the 
Users of freeze ‘em. The latter have 
pooled their interests and will contest 
the law. They claim that the use of the 
preservative is justified by all the rules 
of health; but the Health Officer will 
cite the pure-food law, which says that 


There is nothing like freeze ‘em to 
a piece of meat over a hot spell, 
a sore temptation during 
of high temperature to 
nkie loins and ribs with the pre- 
servative. 

It's much cheaper than ice, of course; 
that’s the reason the butchers atid ta-. 
men use it. But it's also harm- 
er 


city. | 
incipal ingredient of freeze 
is sulphide of soda. This is bad for 
stomach, as it breaks up into sul- 
phurous acid and causes indigestion. It 
is especially harmful for infants, and, 
much of a dose would probably be dan- 
gerous. There is also in the preserva- 
tive beracic acid and other drugs, 
which are not taken into account in 
comparison with the sulphide of soda. 

Besides the tamale wagons and the 
email restaurants it is principally in 
the little shops that freeze ‘em is used, 
says Meat |! "Hughes. That 
statement doesn't \ that all of 
them have the compound on tap; in 
reality only a amall proportion of the 
butchers of the city have violated the 
law—or have been caught. 

Freese ‘em is a white powder and 
comes in botties. The butcher sprinkles 
some of the powder over a piece of 


, meat and then dusts it off with a. 


broom. The powder doesn't show then, 
but the meat is so effectually preserved 
that it's sacred even from the files; 
like the mummy, age doth not cor-. 
rupt it. | 
But freeze ‘em make®# the meat tough 
and leathery, so if you get a.steak that 
chews as though it came from a tan- 
nery put the Meat Inspector “on;” or
